Small -Pox,  &c. 


Am  not  infenfibie  I  enter  upon 
this  Difpute  with  fome  Di (ad¬ 
vantage,  fince  the  Advocates  for 
Inoculation  have  prevail’d  with 
their  Royal  Highnefies,  and  fe- 
veral  Noble  Lords  and  Perfons  of  Diftindtion, 
to  fuflfer  their  Children  to  undergo  this  Me¬ 
thod  ;  it  may  therefore  be  thought  Prefum- 
ption  in  me  to  write  againft  it,  fince  their 
great  Quality  has  fo  much  recommended  it 
to  the  World  :  However,  as  it  is  impcffible, 
by  wh  at  has  hitherto  been  advanc’d,  (either

by  Yourfelf  or  Mr.  Maitland)  to  be  affur’d  of 
Succefs  in  this  Affair;  I  don’t  doubt  but  both 
of  You  will  excufe  publifhing  my  Sentiments 
to  the  World  ;  lince  I  really  have  no  other 
Intention ,  than  to  promote  the  Security  of 
Mankind.  And  could  I  fee  the  leaft  Reafon 
to  believe  what  Mr.  M.aitland  fo  positively  af- 
ferts,  Page  2 .  viz.  That  this  is  a  certain  Method 
of  relieving  Mankind,  and  rescuing  them  from 
the  Pears  and  fatal  Effects  of  that  very  loath - 
fome  and  malignant  Difeafe  ;  I  ihould  then  as 
readily  promote  this  Practice  as  any  of  thofe 
Gentlemen,  who  now  appear  fuch  great 
Sticklers  for  it. 

It  would  have  conduc’d  very  much  to  the 
convincing  us  of  the  Reafonallenefs  and  NeceJJity 
of  this  Practice,  if  the  Promoters  of  it  had 
given  an  Account  how  the  Matter,  with 
which  they  Inoculate,  affects  the  Blood  ;  and 
ihewn,  how  this  Method  muft  ever  have 
in  its  Confequences  a  good  EffeCt  upon  our 
Bodies.  This  would  have  given  Satisfaction 
even  to  the  moft  Scrupulous,  and  readily  have 
engag’d  all  Perfons  in  favour  of  their  Pra¬ 
ctice  :  This  would  have  been  coming  to  the 
main  Point ;  but  this  Mr.  Maitland  was  well 
appris’d  was  too  difficult  an  Attempt,  fo  he 
leaves  it  (as  he  does  the  finding  out  the  bed 
Method  of  Cure)  to  the  learned  Gentlemen  of 
the  ProfeJJion  ;  but  yet  he  flatters  himfelf 
with  Hopes,  that  the  hotter  and  more  candid 
Part  of  the  Faculty  will  not 3  nay  cannot  be 
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offended  at  this  Method  ;  which  I  (hall  prove 
is  fupported  with  no  other  Authority  than  that 
of  his  Ipfe  dixit. 

I  believe  all  the  learned  Gentlemen  of  the 
Profeflion  will  agree  with  him  in  this  Point* 
that  they  are  not  poffefdd  of  any  infallible  Me¬ 
thod  or  Remedy  for  the  curing  of  the  Smalt- 
Vox  ;  but  will  freely  own*  Sis  many  times  too 
too  hard  for  them ,  and  ''very  often  baffles  the 
mofi  celebrated  Skill  ;■  and  while  he  reafons 
thus*  I  dare  fay,  he  will  be  without  an  Ad- 
verfary.  But  when  he  propofes  a  Method, 
which  may  in  fo  many  Particulars  be  unfafe * 
I  can  fee  no  Reafon  why  the  World  fhould 
be  obliged  to  believe  it  infallible . 

Would  he  but  consider  the  Nature  of  our 
Bodies,  how  they  are  made  up  of  Variety  of 
Difnmilar  Parts,  and  how  eafily  the  Human 
Machine  is  difordered,  he  would  foon  be  con¬ 
vinced,  that  there  can  be  no  fucb  Medicine  or 
Method  in  Nature  ,  as  will  prove  infallible 
even  in  the  mofc  trifling  Cafes ;  confeqoent- 
iy  the  moft  violent  Difiempers  render  all  En¬ 
deavours  ftill  more  precarious.  But  I  hope 
the  following  Sheets  will  convince  him,  that 
his  certain  and  infallible  Method,  is  not  only 
unfafe  but  uncertain  alfo< 

It  is  a  received  Opinion  amongft  the  Anti- 
ent  as  well  as  Modern  Phyficians,  that  this 
Diftemper  is  Hereditary,  and  that  all  Perfons 
who  have  ever  had  the  Small-Vox ,  were  born 
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with  the  Seminium  in  their  Blood  :  This  Opi¬ 
nion  the  Inoculators  make  appear  to  be  juft, 
from  their  Practice;  for  was  there  not  a  Pre- 
dilpofition  in  the  Blood  to  receive  the  mor¬ 
bific  Matter  into  it,  in  vain  would  all  their  At¬ 
tempts  prove  towards  bringing  on  the  Small - 
Pox . 

The  learned  and  ingenious  Dr.  'Mead  ob- 
ferves  in  his  Mechanical  Account  of  Poifons  3 
Page  84.  I hat  what  is  thrown  out  from  Li* 
quors  in  a  Ferment ,  is  capable  of  inducing  the 
like  Motion  in  another  Fiquor  of  ihe  fame  kind , 
when  duly  mixed  with  it:  So  we  may  well 
fuppofe  in  the  prefent  Cafe  (viz.  Inoculation) 
that  the  variolous  Matter ,  which  is  it  felf  of  a 
fermentative  Nature,  being  impregnated  with 
an  acrid  Salt,  thrown  out  of  the  Blood  by 
Fermentation,  when  it  comes ,  by  means  of  a 
Wound ,  to  be  incorporated  with  the  Arterial 
Fluid  of  any  one ,  does  by  degrees  raife  a  preter¬ 
natural  Efferve fence  in  it  ;  the  Effeffs  of  which 
will  necejjanly  be  mojl  felt  in  thofe  Parts ,  which , 
being  tender ,  are  the  lead  able  to  refift  the  Dif 
tent  ion  of  the  Blood  Veffels  ;  fuch  are  the  Sto¬ 
machy  and  efpecially  the  Brain ;  and  hereupon 
Deliria,  with  Maniacal and  fuch  like  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  will  eafily  enfue . 

Hefoetius  in  his  Effay  on  the  Animal  Oeco - 
nomv.  Page  132,  remarks,  cc  That  when  the 
cc  Blood  abounds  with  Humours  of  different 
“  Qualities,  which  are  likewife  dilfolved  a^ 
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cc  long  with  this  Variolow  Humour ,  the  Dif- 
<c  eafe  in  that  Cafe  cannot  be  fimple,  but 
<c  muft  be  complicated. 

cc  The  Variolous  Humour  may  indeed  whol- 
cc  ly  unite  with  the  Materia  Perfpirabilis ,  and 
£C  fo  be  thrown  upon  the  cutaneous  Glands  : 

€C  But  the  other  Juices,  whofe  Natures  are 
cc  different ,  and  which  do  not  take  this 
cc  Courfe,  keep  up  the  Heat  of  the  Fever, 
cc  form  Obftrudiions  in  the  other  Glands,  fuch 
cc  as  thofe  which  certainly  exift  in  the  Lungs, 
<c  and  perhaps  in  the  Membranes  of  the  Brain, 
cc  &c.  and  by  that  means  produce  inflamma- 
a  tory  or  malignant  Fevers,  which  render  the 
cc  Small-Vox  fo  fatal.  In  Ihort,  it  is  the  diffe- 
cc  rent  Genius  of  thofe  Humours,  which  caufes 
cc  that  Variety  in  the  malignant  Kinds  of  the 
<c  Small-Pox. 

From  hence,  I  hope,  it  will  appear  to  any 
impartial  Perfon,  that  the  Danger  in  the  Small- 
Pox  is  not  fo  much  from  it  felf,  as  from  the 
other  ill  Qualities  which  are  lodged  in  the 
Blood:  For  while  Nature  is  employed  in  dif~ 
charging  the  morbific  Matter,  thefe  other  ill 
Qualities  rife  and  ferment  at  the  fame  time, 
which  makes  the  Small-Pox  very  often  prove 
fatal. 

It  appears  from  hence,  <c  *  What  a  vaft  Va- 
cc  Piety  there  may  be  in  the  Fermentations 
cc  even  of  one  and  the  fame  Fluid ;  for  thefe

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<c  being  no  other  than  Changes  made  in  the 
cc  Cohccfwn  of  the  compounding  Particles.,  are 
<c  capable  of  as  many  Alterations  as  Mo- 
u  tion  in  its  Degrees  and  Directions  can  admit 
cc  of,  which  are  really  infinite. 

Thefe  Accidents,  I  prefume,  the  Inocula - 
tors  can  no  more  prevent  by  their  new  Me¬ 
thod,  than  if  the  Small-Pox  had  come  by  In¬ 
fection  ;  fo  that  I  can’t  fee  why  the  Danger 
is  not  as  great  the  one  way  as  the  other,  fince 
the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood  and  Juices  muft 
undergo  the  fame  Alteration.  This  at  once 
Ihows  they  can  never  be  certain  of  procuring 
a  good  Kind,  and  alfo  fairly  accounts  for  the 
great  Number  of  Small-Pox ,  with  which  many 
(who  have  undergone  this  Operation)  have 
been  afflicted. 

But  to  encourage  us  to  come  the  more  rea¬ 
dily  into  this  new  and  firange  Method ,  as  he 
calls  it,  he  fays,  Page  5.  The  Diforder  both  be¬ 
fore  and  after  the  Erupt  ion,  was  fo  ‘very  flight 
and  gentle  (in  thofe  that  had  it  in  Turkey)  that 
in  fh'iCfnefs  of  Speech ,  it  could  not  be  called  a 
Djfeafe ,  having  none  of  the  ufual  Complaints  of 
Pain  in  the  Back ,  Vomiting,  Head-achs ,  Thirfi , 
Inquietude ,  or  the  like ,  the  Pulfe  being  only 
fomewhat  fuller  and  higher  than  before ;  yet  fo 
far  from  a  Fever ,  that  it  fcarce  deferves  the 
Name  of  a  Fetricula. 

Was  it  always  to  have  this  EffeCt  on  thofe 
who  undergo  this  ?tew  and  (Iraitgc  Method  in 
England,  our  Minds  would  foon  be  freed 
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from  all  Uneafinefs ;  nor  fhonld  we  enter¬ 
tain  in  our  Thoughts  the  leaft  Dread  or  Ap-» 
prehenfion  of  Danger,  and  it  would  molt 
certainly  engage  all  Perfons,  to  embrace  the 
fiift  Opportunity  of  avoiding  thofe  Dangers 
the  Small -  Pox  oft  brings  along  with  it. 
But  Experience  convinces  us  of  the  com 
trary  ;  for  before  the  Eruption  of  the  Small - 
Pox,  they  who  were  inoculated,  have  coni” 
plained  of  great  Pams  in  the  Shoulders  and 
Knees y  in  the  Bad  and  Head 5  attended  with 
Shivering?  and  Vomitings,  and  other  Symptoms 
which  oft  precede  the  Natural  kind,  as  you 
have  been  pleas’d  to  inform  us :  Neither  are 
they  fo  happy  in  the  Conclufion,  as  that  great 
Champion  fees  forth;  but  of  this  in  another 
Place. 

He  obferves  again,  Page  17.  cc  Were  it  not 
cc  altogether  foreign  to  his  Delign,  and  incon- 
cc  fiftent  with  the  Brevity  he  propofes,  he 
r*c  could  ealily  demonftrate  why  tire  fmall 
£  Quantity  of  Matter  inferred  into  the  Capil- 
Ci  lary  Velfels  of  the  Skin,  is  not  capable  of 
cc  altering  or  dififoiving  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  as 
tc  it  happens  in  the  Cafe  of  Infection  ;  nor  of 
u  raifing  an  Ebullition  (efficient  to  produce 
cc  a  Fever,  and  the  dangerous  Symptoms 
cc  which  always  follow  upon  it. 

I  do  allure  this  Author,  however  foreign 
He  may  think  this  to  his  Defign,  if  he  could 
have  made  this  plainly  appear,  it  would  have 
entirely  eftablifh’d  this  ftrange  and  new  Me- 
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thod  ;  this  being  the  Bafis  on  which  he  builds 
his  Practice  ;  lo  that  it  is  abfolutely  necefifary 
to  have  this  Point  cleared.  I  hope  he  does 
not  think  the  World  is  to  be  amus’d  with  a 
Company  of  fine  gentle  foft  Words,  and  de¬ 
luded  into  Mifery,  by  the  Tpecious  Pretence 
of  an  infallible  Security,  without  any  Grounds, 
but  what  are  form’d  in  the  wild  Imaginations 
of  his  own  Brain.  Nay,  he  himfelf  is  convinc’d 
this  is  not  confident  with  Truth  ;  which  is 
of  fuch  Force,  as  to  break  out  from  that 
Cloud  of  Errors  which  furround  him,  and 
make  him  contradid  his  own  AfTertions ;  for 
he  obferves.  Page  27,  Mr.  Heath's  Son  was 
taken  very  ill  before  the  Eruption  :  And  the 
Difficulty  with  which  a  Perfon  of  the  Fir  ft 
; Quality  lately  recovered,  is  fufficient  to  con¬ 
vince  us  how  untrue  his  Accounts  are. 

But  fliould  I  allow  what  he  here  fays 
to  be  true,*  there  will  one  Difficulty  remain, 
which,  lown,  I  cannot  eafily  get  over,  and  that 
is  this :  If  Inoculation  does  neither  alter  nor 
dijfohe  the  M afs  of  Bloody  how  can  we  have 
any  Certainty,  that  the  Seininium  of  the  Small- 
Pox ,  fuppofed  to  be  inherent  in  our  Blood, 
will  be,  by  this  Method,  entirely  dilcharged  ? 
For  Dr.  Willis  obferves,  that  if  this  Difcharue 
is  in  the  leaft  Imperfect,  the  Patient  will  be 
expofed  to  a  fecond  Attack  of  this  Difeafe. 
How  then  can  he  fo  affuredly  boaft  of  Sue- 
cefs,  and  fay,  that  there  is  not  the  leaft  Dan¬ 
ger  of  a  iletum  ;  when  he  will  not  allow  the

Blood  fcarcelyto  be  fermented ,  no  not  altered? 
There  can,  1  fear,  be  but  little  Dependance 
upon  having  all  the  morbific  Matter  difchar- 
^ed  ;  and  if  it  is  not,  we  are  certainly  ftill  li¬ 
able  to  undergo  the  Fatigues  and  Dangers  of 
this  Diftemper  ;  notwithftanding  all  he  fays 
of  the  fecnrity  of  this  Method.  V'  • 

And  who  would  run ,  that  s  moderately  Wife, 

A  Certain  Danger  for  a  Doubtful  Prize  ? 

And  this  appears  from  what  Dr.  Wagflaffe 
obferves,  Page  21.  u  The  Inoculators  fay,  that 
cc  none  who  have  had  the  Natural  Sort,  can 
cc  ever  catch  them  by  Inoculation ;  this  has 
cc  been  contradicted  by  one  in  St.  7 homas's 
cc  Hofpital ;  on  whom  the  Pimples  appear’d 
cc  rather  more  fairly ,  than  in  thofe  of  Newgate , 
cc  tho’  the  Pits  in  his  Face  to  a  great  Degree, 
<c  were  a  fufficient  Teftimony,  that  he  had 
cc  falter’d  before  from  this  Diftemper. 

This  indeed  Mr.  Maitland  faintly  denies  ; 
but  as  the  Dodor  has,  fince  He  publilh’d  his 
Anfvver,  put  out  a  Third  Edition  of  his  Book, 
and  not  retraded  it;  the  World  muft  judge 
to  whom  the  greateft  Credit  is  to  be  given: 
And  though  perhaps  the  Dodor  has  not 
been  in  Turkey,  yet  His  Authority  will  go 
far  as  Mr.  Maitland's . 

If  then,  after  a  Ferfon  has  receiv’d  the 
Small-Pox  by  Infedion,  and  undergone  the 
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Fatigues  and  Hazards,  in  a  natural  Way,  he 
may  yen  be  affected  by  the  Inoculation  ;  fure 
it  is  pofnble  to  conclude,  and  that  with  great¬ 
er  Reafon,  that  One  who  has  been  Inoculated, 
(whofe  Mafs  of  Blood  is  not  altered  or  difol- 
<ved,  nay  not  fo  much  a*  the  lead  fermented  by 
this  feu  ere  Method)  foould  be  liable  to  Infec¬ 
tion.  This  appears  from  the  Letter  Mr. 
Maitland  pnblifhes  in  relation  to  Mr.  De¬ 
frauds  Daughter,.  His  Account  of  Inoculating 
vindicated ,  Pace  si.  u  Her  Father  there  in- 
cC  forms  us,  that  he  faw  her  daily  during  the 
<£  three  Weeks  that  file  was  confin’d  after 
c*  the  Inoculation  :  No  Small-Pox  appeared 
<c  upon  her  during  that  Time,  but  Heats 
<c  and  Flufhings,  attended  fomerimes  with 
<c  Pain  and  Heavinefs  in  her  Head,  and  little 
cc  more  Qiiicknels  of  Pulfe  than  ufual”, 
(Thefe  are  the  common  Symptoms,  Mr. 
Maitland  obferves,  which  attend  this  Method.) 
tC  But  none  of  thefe  Heats  and  Flufoings 
(C  ever  came  to  Perfection,  (  r  to  any  Thing 
<c  like  the  Small-Pox  ;  tho’  thofe  that  were  in 
cc  the  fame  Houfe  had  a  fair  diftincf  Small- 
cc  PcXy  and  yet  had  lefs  Sicknefs  than  She  ; 
cc  nor  did  the  Incifions  in  her  Arms  difeharge 
<c  fo  much,  and  io  long  as  theirs  did.  Thus 
cc  all  Expedition  of  her  having  the  Small - 
cc  Pox  by  the  Inoculation  being  over,  fhe  was 
c£  purg’d  once  or  twice,  and  then  dif  barg’d 
(C  from  her  Confinement.  It  was  believ’d 
foe  would  never  have  that  Diftemper. 
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<c  This  Tryal  being  unfuccefsful,  feem’d  to 
give  a  tolerable  Ground  for  this  Opinion, 

But  Dr.  Wagftaffe  obferves,  that  the  Inocu- 
lator  call’d  it  the  Small-Vox ,  and  aflfur’d  her 
Parents  fixe  was  fe  cur’d  from  ever  having  it  a- 
gain ; cc  However  Ihe  continu’d  ftill  difcompos’d, 
cc  and  out  of  Order,  when  file  came  Home  ; 
c*  the  Heats  and  Flufliings  ftill  fubfifting 
cc  on  her,  her  Stomach  loathing  Fie  in- Meats, 
cc  and  her  Reft  difturb’d  with  Dreams  and 
cc  Horrors.  She  had  like  wife  two  fmall  Boils  ; 
cc  one  under  her  Arm,  and  another  on  her 
cr  Side  :  Thefe  continuing  for  about  two 
Months  after  file  came  Home,  file  was 
cc  purged  once  or  twice  in  order  to  remove 
cc  them;  but  ftill  they  fubftfted  upon  her,  till 
cc  the  Small-Pox  broke  out ;  and  as  (oon  as 
<c  they  appear’d,  file  recover’d  her  Stomach, 
cc  and  came  to  her  natural  compos’d  Sleep, 
cc  and  got  well  in  eight  Days  after  the  Ap- 
cc  pearance  of  the  Eruption,  Mr.  Degrave 
is  u  of  Opinion  that  the  Small-Pox  file  then 
cc  had,  was  the  Effedf  of  the  Inoculation. 

I  think  it  is  pofifible  to  allow  this  young 
Woman  had  the  Small-Pox,  firft  by  Inocula¬ 
tion,  and  afterward  by  Infection  ;  for  file  had 
the  fame  Eruptions,  and  was  affedled  in  the 
fame  manner,  as  Thofe  have  been  that  were 
Inoculated  ;  and  though  the  Flufiiings  and 
Heats  continued  for  Eleven  Weeks,  yet 
Mr.  Degrave  fays ,  thefe  never  came  to 
Perfe&ion,  or  any  thing  like  the  Small- 
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Pox  3  however  they  did  it  Teems,  To 
much  referable  the  Inoculated  Sort ,  that 
the  Operator  2  ffur’d  him.  She  was  fecure 
from  ever  having  it  again ;  and  he  owns,  lie 
was  of  the  fame  Opinion.  But  as  the  Seminium 
was  imperfectly  difcharged,  we  find,  that  after 
Tome  fmall  time,  (he  fell  ill  of  the  natural 
Small-Pox  j  which  were  preceded  ‘by  fuch 
favourable  and  flight  Symptoms,  as  did  not 
hinder  her  from  entring  into  the  Diverfions 
of  the  Town.  It  is  fcarce  poflible  to  make  a 
right  Judgment  of  what  they  inform  us  con¬ 
cerning  this  Young-Woman’s  Cafe:  The  Ac¬ 
count  is  fo  perplex’d,  that  it  is  much  more 
Difcouraging  to  their  Practice,  than  Advancing 
the  Succefs  of  it.  In  one  Part  of  the  Letter 
we  are  inform’d  fhe  had  been  inoculated, 
but  without  any  Succefs  ;  and  the  Eruptions 
which  appear’d  upon  the  Skin,  were  fo  dif¬ 
ferent  from  thofe  of  the  True  Small-Pox,  that 
they  gave  over  all  Expectations  of  her  having 
them  by  this  Method  ;  but  as  foon  as  Expe¬ 
rience  convinc’d  them,  that  there  could  be  no 
Security  from  a  Method  attended  with  great 
Hazards  and  Uncertainties,  (  for  fhe  had  two 
Boils ,  which  their  utmoft  Skill  could  not  re¬ 
move  till  this  Regular  Sort  broke  out,)  they 
then  change  the  Story,  and  tell  us  Ihe  got 
well  over  this  Diftemper,  but  that  it  certain¬ 
ly  was  the  EffeCb  of  the  Inoculation  :  Thus 
right  or  wrong,  we  fee,  they  are  determined 
to  maintain  this  Method ,•  or  elfe  fure  this  one 

Inftance 
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Inftance  is  fufficient  to  convince  us,  they 
know  little  of  what  they  are  doing,  and  that 
they  are  very  ignorant  in  this  Method  :  For  all 
muft  be  determined  by  the  State  of  the  Blood, 
and  not  by  their  boafting  of  a  falfe  Security* 
Here  are  two  Things  that  induce  me  to  be¬ 
lieve  the  Small-Pox  fhe  had  Lift,  were  not  by 
Inoculation ,  but  of  the  Natural  Sort, 

Firft ,  That  it  is  common  for  thofe  who 
have  th eStnall-Pox  in  fo  very  favourable  a  Man¬ 
ner  as  flie  had,  to  have  them  preceded  by 
fuch  Symptoms,  as  give  them  little  Warning 
of  their  approaching  Illnefs ;  and  this  has  been 
the  happy  Cafe  of  many,  within  my  own 
Obfervation, 

idly .  It  muft  be  obferv’d  this  young  Wo¬ 
man  was,  for  fome  Time,  in  the  Houle  with 
Perfons  who  were  inoculated,  from  whom 
Ihe  might  receive  the  Infedlion  j  and  the 
Continuance  of  them,  (yizd)  eight  Days, 
makes  it  very  reafonafcle  to  fuppofethey  were 
no  other  than  the  true  Diftind  Kind. 

But  fuppofing  file  received  the  Infection 
from  thofe  who  were  Inoculated,  it  may  be 
demanded  iiow  it  happened,  that  file  did  not 
immediately  fall  ,*  this,  I  think,  will  eaftly  be 
fwer’d  from  what  Dr.  Mead  obferves  of  the 
Nature  of  Poifons*  Page  85.  cc  If  we  confider 
cc  that  Fermentation  being  a  Change,  made  in 
cc  the  Cohoefion  of  the  compounding  Parcs  of  a 
cc  Fluid,  it  is  fometimes  a  longer,  fometimes 
f  a  Alerter  Time  before  this  Alteration  is 

wrought 
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tC  wrought ;  which  variety  may  proceed  either 
cc  from  the  different  Nature  and  Conftitution 
cc  of  the  Ferment,  or  of  the  Liquor  Fermented 
and  a  great  Number  of  Circumftances  be- 
fide.  So  that  this  Venom  may  be  all  the 
while  doing  its  Work,  tho’  the  change 
cc  made  by  it  may  not  be  fo  confiderable  as 
cc  to  be  fenfibly  taken  Notice  of  till  a  long 
<c  Time  after.  ” 

cc  Nay,  it  may  fo  happen,  that  the  Ferment 
cc  being  Weak  may  not  raife  in  the  Blood 
cc  any  remarkable  Agitation  at  all,  till  fome 
cc  accidental  Alteration  in  the  Body  unluckily 
cc  tzives  it  an  additional  Force. 

Such  indeed  was  the  Cale  now  before  us; 
for  they  obferv’d,  that  three  Days  before  fhe 
fell  ill,  file  had,  by  violent  Walking,  extreamly 
heated  herfelf,  which  might  ferment  her 
Blood,  and  bring  on  this  Diftemper  much 
fooner. 

But,  as  a  further  Proof,  that  the  Small-Pox 
inoculated  does  raife  an  Ebullition  greater  than 
a  Febricula ,  I  fliall  obferve  what  he  fays,  Pa^e 
24.  Idefigrid  to  have  purged  ike  thee  con¬ 
demn  d  Women  on  the  24 th  of  Auguft,  but  war 
prevented  by  their  hAonthly  Purgations ,  which , 
7  was  not  a  little  furpriz d  to  hear ,  feizd  them 
all  about  the  fame  Time ;  tho  fome  of  them  had 
been  objlr tided  feveral  Months  before. 

He  has  been  lo  often  furpriz’d  lince  he  firft 
entered  upon  this  fevere  and  flrange  Miethod , 
that  I  think  it  is  a  vpry  good  Excufe  why  he  is 

fo 
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fo  Iriconfiftent  with  himfelf;  few  Perfons 
being  capable  of  faying  or  judging  right  when 
they  are  in  a  Surprize. 

Obftrudions  very  often  proceed  from  the 
Blood’s  being  too  Viicid,  and  therefore  in  too 
unadive  a  State,  or  the  Veffels  of  the  Womb 
being  fo  clog’d,  as  to  render  them  unfit  to  per¬ 
form  their  proper  Offices.  From  which  foever 
of  thole  Caufes  Obftrudions  are  form’d,  we 
are  fure  the  Blood  muft  be  fermented,  before 

c-  < 

Nature  can  be  reftor’d  to  her  due  Courfe  again : 
and  as  Inoculating  the  SmalUPox  produc’d  this 
Change  upon  the  three  'Women,  who  had 
been  obftruded  for  feveral  Months  before*  I 
hope  he  will  allow  me  to  fay,  that  the  Blood, 
by  this  Method,  muft  have  undergone  a  very 
great  Change  ,*  and  therefore  the  Event  of 
this  Pradice  cannot  always  be  fo  faint  ary  as 
has  been  reorefented.  And  if  this  was  fuffi- 
cient  to  alter  the  Attraction  and  Cohcefion  of 
the  Blood,  it  muft  neceifarily  put  it  into  a 
ferment)  and  it  was  certainly  thin’d  by  the 
Fever,  which  attended  the  Small-Pox .  And 
as  the  Blood  confifts  of  two  Parts,  viz.  a  Am¬ 
ple  Lymph,  and  an  infinite  Number  of  final! 
Globules  containing  a  very  fubtil  and  elaftic 
Fluid,  fThefe  acute  Salts,  when  mingled 
with  it,  cio  prick  the  Globules  or  VeficuU ,  and 
fo  let  out  their  impriion’d  adive  Subftance  1 
which  expanding  it  felf  every  Way,  muft 
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neceffarily  be  the  Inftrument  of  this  Alterati¬ 
on,  of  putting  Nature  into  her  Courfe 
again,  when  lhe  had  been  fo  long  obftru&ed. 

Now  fince  this  Method  produces  the  fame 
Alteration  in  Women,  as  if  they  had  receiv’d 
the.  Small-Pox  in  a  natural  Way,  it  is  neceffa- 
ry  to  caution  him  (if  he  is  not  yet  convinc’d) 
never  to  perform  this  Operation,  unlefs  he  is 
well  a  {lur’d,  the  whole  Affair  will  be  over 
before  a  critical  Time  can  offer  it  felf ;  for  even 
upon  this  one  Point,  he  may  lofe  his  Patient, 
tho’  all  other  Affairs  fucceed  according  to  his 
Defires.  For  I  have  known  an  Immoderate 
Flux  of  the  Me? i\es  carry  off  Perfons  of  a 
Plethoric  Habit  of  Body  in  the  Small-Pox 
in  a  very  few  Days.  And  tho’  nothing  is 
more  common  than  to  have  them  break  out 
when  the  Small  Pox  make  their  Appearance, 
and  the  Patient  do  well  ;  yet  this  has  put  the 
Phyfician  always  upon  his  Guard,  to  prevent 
any  Immoderate  Fluxes  ;  left  the  Blood  be 
fermented  too  much,  and  fo  the  Spirits  carri¬ 
ed  off  that  Way,  and  the  Small-Pox  encourag’d 
to  fall  upon  the  Nerves  or  Lungs,*  which  has 
been  found  both  very  common  and  very  fatal. 

But,  to  fhow  how  little  we  can  depend  up¬ 
on  this  Method  of  his,  I  fhali  tranfcribe  Parc 
of  the  27th  Page.  “October  12,  1721.  I 
cc  inoculated  Jofeph  and  Benjamin ,  Sons  of 
cc  fJ^iham  Heath  of  Hertford ;  the  firft  of  a- 
cc  bout  feven  Years  of  Age,  and  the  fecond 
V  about  three ;  both  with  the  fame  Matter 

“  and 
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cc  and  at  the  fame  Time  :  the  laft  had  a  very 
cC  gentle  and  very  favourable  kind,  in  all  Re~ 
cc  fpeds ;  but  jofeph}  being  a  fat  foul  glutto- 
C£  nous  Boy,  who  would  not  be  confined  to 
cC  the  Rules  and  Diredions  1  had  ftridly 
£c  charged  his  Mother  withal,  as  to  Diet  and 
cC  keeping  Warm  ;  was  taken  very  ill  before 
£C  the  Eruption,  and  after  it  had  a  very  great 
cc  Load  of  the  continued  fmall  kind,  but  at 
£c  laft  recover’d  and  did  well. 

Give  me  leave  to  obferve  how  confiftent 
this  certain  and  infallible  Method  is  with  his 
ownAccount :  Here  are,  he  obferves,  two  Bro¬ 
thers  inoculated  at  one  and  the  fame  Time, 
and  with  one  and  the  fame  Matter  ;  One  had 
a  very  favourable  Kind,  but  the  Other  vaft- 
ly  full  of  an  ill  Sort ;  which  is  attribu¬ 
ted  to  his  not  having  a  ftrid  Regard  to  the 
Rules  given  his  Mother  for  him  to  follow. 
Is  it  pollible  for  us  to  fuppofe,  that  this  ill 
Kind,  which  this  Youth  laboured  under,  was 
brought  on  him  by  his  being  a  little  unguarded 
in  his  Condud  ?  No,  I  think  he  gives  a  better 
Reafon  for  this  Misfortune  ;  which  is  this, 
1  he  Boy  was  one  who  had  a  c voracious  Appetite , 
was  very  fat  and  full  of  Humours ,  had  a  foul 
Constitution ,  and  always  fed  upon  Food  of  the 
coarfeft  Nature .  From  this  then  we  may 
juftiy  infer,  that  his  Blood  could  not  be 
the  moft  pure ;  and  therefore  more  eafi- 
ly  difpofed  to  an  undue  Fermentation,*  and 
the  Humours,  which  lay  latent  in  the  Blood, 
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being  at  that  Time  moved,  encouraged  the 
Small-Pox  to  fhow  themfelves  of  lo  ill  a 
Kind  ;  but  at  lafi  he  recover'd  and  did  well ; 

It  was  I  fuppofe  after  the  Febricula  abated. . 

Men  mutt  lure  be  very  much  prejudiced  in 
favour  of  this  Gentleman’s  Practice,  that,  after 
this  Remark  of  his  own,  can  have  the  leaft 
Notion  that  this  Method  is  either  certain  or 
infallible.  He  plainly  {hews  us,  that  the  Secu¬ 
rity  of  the  Patient,  and  the  Quantity  and 
Quality  ot  the  d?nal-~  Pox^  depend  entirely 
upon  thePurity  and  Difpofition  of  the  Blood  : 
but  if  he  is  not  pleas’d  to  allow  this,  I  Ihould 
be  glad  he  would  inform  me,  why  This  Boy 
had° them  not  in  as  favourable  a  Manner  as  his 
Brother  ?  To  prevent  this  Enquiry,  in  the  very 
next  Paragraph,  he  fays,  the  Reafon  of  it 
feems  to  be  plainly  this ,  The  Younger  was  of  a 
clean  Habit  of  Body ,  but  the  Elder  of  a  very 
^-ofs  Confutation.  Wou’d  be  let  the  Argu¬ 
ment  reft  here,  and  put  the  Event  of  this 
(trance  Method  upon  this  plain  and  honeft 
Reafon,  1  flatter  myfelf  we  Ihould  foon  fee 
an  End  of  this  Controverfy.  But  this  7»o- 
culator  {hows  us  his  Ignis  Tatnus ,  that  he  may 
delude  us  into  By-ways  and  ftrange  Roads, 
that  we  may  wade  in  the  Pools  of  Affliction, 

.  vvhilft  himielf  makes  a  Property  of  our  Mis¬ 
fortunes.  .  . 

The  Blood  is  a  rnixt  Body,  and  when  it  is 
once  put  into  an  irregular  Motion  by  iuch 

an  unnatural  Change ,  where  can  be  the  fecn- 

rity 
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rity  that  the  Small-Pox  is  the  Only  Diforder 
Nature  is"  to  ftrugle  with?  or  that  our  Confti- 
tutions  are  capable  of  bearing  up  under  fo  dan¬ 
gerous  a  Change  as  this  Method  frequently 
produces?  And  that  no  one  is,  or  can  be  lure 
of  this,  is  dcmonftrable  from  the  fatal  Effects 
this  Method  has  produc’d ;  as  their  own  Ac¬ 
counts  have  fufficiently  teftified. 

Men  would  do  well  to  confider  the  Danger 
they  run  themfelves  into  by  Inoculation  ;  the 
IXneafinefs  they  muft  undergo,  fliould  a  Child 
mi  (carry  by  this  Method ;  and  the  Reproaches 
that  will  ever  dwell  upon  their  Minds, 
for  being  thus  fillily  deluded,  with  the  fpe- 
ciors  Pretences  of fecurity  from  a  Sett  of  Men, 
who,  we  well  know,  can  no  way  have  the 
Iflues  of  Life  in  their  Hand.  This  publifh- 
ing  Security  and  Eafe  by  Wholefale,  would 
fair  very  well  with  a  Tooth-drawer  on  Horfe- 
back,  or  a  Quack  that  mounts  the  Stage  in 
Moorfidds ;  (whofe  Bufinefs  it  is  capture  Vid~ 
gusd)  but  it  can  never  have  the  leaf!  Weight 
with  the  Phyficians  of  this  Nation,  who  are 
mod  juftly  diftingtiilh’d  by  their  Learning* 
and  Knowledge  in  Phyfick,  from  the  reft  of 
the  World. 

The  Matter  which  is  forc’d  into  the  Blood, 
muft  of  neceffity  corrupt  the  Juices,  becaufe 
it  mixes  with  them.  Andfince  io  fmall  a  Quan¬ 
tity,  as  comes  from  a  Needle  dipp’d  into  the 
Purulent  Matter,  is  fufficient  to  make  fo  great 
an  Alteration  in  our  Blood  ;  it  is,  as  Dr  •(JVagftaffe 

obferves) 
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obferves)  very  neceflary  to  be  inform’d  what 
Quantity  is  fufficient  for  the  Work  :  But  as 
they  have  declined  this  Favour,  I  hope  IVIr. 
Maitland  will  not  take  it  ill,  if  once  more  I 
call  upon  him  to  oblige  us  with  that  Account; 
that  we  may  not  (to  make  fure  of  bringing 
on  the  Small-Pox)  make  ule  of  great  Quanti¬ 
ties  and  repeated  Incifions,  when  perhaps  the 
Point  of  a  Needle  dipt  in  the  Pus  may  be 
fufficient.  For,  what  ever  his  Notion  may  be 
that  a  great  Quantity  of  Matter,  thrown  into 
the  Blood,  is  as  fafe,  as  if  the  Infection  had 
been  communicated  by  the  leaft  Particle  of 
it,  I  muff  own  I  can  no  way  be  of  his  O- 
pinion  >  for,  as  it  is  of  a  fermentative  Nature, 
furely  the  more  there  is  thrown  into  the 
Blood,  the  quicker  and  fironger  the  Fermen¬ 
tation  will  be,  and  confequently  the  more 
likely  to  produce  the  Confluent  Kind. 

But  how  is  it  poffible  to  have  any  Certainty 
or  Dependance ,  that  the  Perjon  from  whom  it  is 
taken,  has  a  Confutation  agreeable  with  Ours? 
Or  that  he  may  not  have  fome  Humour  in  his 
Blood  (which  may  be  this  Way  convey’d  to  us) 
very  prejudicial  to  Our  Bodies,  and  by  this 
Means  bring  upon  Ourfelves,  and  Pofterity, 
fiich  Trains  of  Mifery  and  Woe,  as  fhall  not  be 
in  the  Power  of  Man  to  remove  ?  May  not 
Diftempers  of  the  deepeft  Die  be  brought 
upon  us  ?  May  not  Cancerous  or  Leprous  Hu¬ 
mours  be  at  the  fame  Time  ingrafted  ?  And 
may  not  the  King's-Evil  or  Lunacy ,  nay,  any 
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other  Diftemper  be  interwoven  with  the  Mafs 
of  Blood  ?  And  thefe  are  Affli&ions,  which 
rnuft  be  confefs’d,  oft  elude  the  greateft  Re¬ 
lief,  that  can  be  brought,  being  the  well 
known  Opprobria  Me  die  ovum. 

The  Gale  of  Miff  Holt  is  a  moft  unhappy 
Inftance,  and  fully  proves  to  thofe  Gentle¬ 
men,  what  Dependence  there  is  to  be  had 
from  Inoculation.  Serjeant  Amy  and  fays,  by 
way  of  Excufe,  that  Hie  had  the  Jaundice  the 
Tear  before ,  and  was  lately  recovered  of  the 
Meafes ;  and  had  he  been  informed  of  this  before , 
as  well  as  of  her  irregular  Life ,  no  way  fuited 
to  one  oj  her  Tears>  he  would  hardly  have  ad - 
ventur'd  the  Inoculation  on  her.  If  thefe  were 
fufficient  Bars  to  prevent  their  Fraftice,  why 
did  not  Serjeant  Amyand  enquire  of  Mrs.  Bolt, 
whether  or  no  Mils  had  lately  labour’d  un¬ 
der  any  Indifpofition,  and  tell  her,  that  if 
file  had,  it  could  not  on  any  Account  be  fafe 
for  her  to  be  inoculated  ?  No  Perfon  will  be 
fo  uncharitable  as  to  fuppofe  Mrs.  Holt  would 
have  conceal’d  from  him  her  late  lilnefs, 
when  file  was  told  it  was  of  the  laft  Con  fre¬ 
quence  to  have  a  juft  Account :  So  that,  if  the 
Indifpofition,  the  Serjeant  fays  Mifs  had, 
would  have  prevented  him  from  venturing 
upon  the  Operation  ;  his  not  enquiring,  {hews 
they  will  enter  upon  the  Work  at  all  Adven¬ 
tures.  And  as  He  was  a  proper  Perfon  to 
judge  of  her  Ccnftitution,  the  NegleCt  of  this 
Part  of  his  Duty,  might  juftly  occafion  the 

Mif- 
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Mifcarriage  to  be  laid  at  his  Door.  But  I  am 
furpriz’d  this  Gentleman  fhould  aflfert  he  was 
not  acquainted  with  her  having  had  the  "Jaun¬ 
dice  and  Meajles;  when  I  lhall  prove  by  an  un- 
deniableTeftimony,  (that  of  Mrs.  Holds  Hand) 
that  he  was  fully  inform’d  of  her  State  of 
Health,  as  well  as  of  her  former  II In  els ; 
therefore  as  Dr.  Junn  has  juftly  obferv’d, 
Page  2.  To  impofe  upon  the  World  in  any  Par¬ 
ticular^  is  difingenuous  and  bafe ;  but  to  deceive 
them  in  an  Affair  fo  nearly  concerning  the  Li  ves 
of  Mankind,  is  a  Wi  cleaned  worthy  of  the  lit - 
mofl  Abhorrence  and  Deteftation. 

But  that  I  may  remove  thofe  Excufes  , 
which  he  thinks  proper  to  make  in  this  Af¬ 
fair,  I  beg  it  may  be  obferv’d,  that  Mid  had 
been  well  of  the  M eaf.es  about  two  Months 
before  file  was  inoculated,  and  duly  purg'd 
after  them;  and  was  at  the  Time  the  Ope¬ 
ration  was  perform’d,  as  Healthful  and  Well 
as  ever  Ihe  was  in  her  Life ;  and  I  dare  lay, 
the*  Serjeant  thought  her  a  very  proper  Perfon 
to  venture  the  Practice  upon.  The  Cafe,  as 
the  Serjeant  has  reprefentcd  it*  is  True  in 
fome  Particulars,  but  very  erroneous  in  o- 
thers :  So  that  before  I  (fate  it,  I  lhall  beg 
leave  to  make  an  Obfervation  or  two  on  what 
he  has  faid. 

cc  On  the  ioth  Day  after  the  Inoculation, 
<c  the  Small-Pox  appear’d  of  the  diftindt  Kind. 
cc  The  Day  before  the  Eruption,  Ihe  com- 
u  plain’d  of  great  Pains  in  her  Shoulders,  El- 
-  - - -  '  “bows 

ha 
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cc  bows  and  Knees  ,  and  the  Fever  conduit- 
cc  ing,  the  Small-Pox  fluxed  upon  her  the 
<c  third  Day  from  the  Eruption ;  She  went 
cc  thro’  the  Diftemper  with  Eafe. 

There  are  few  Inftances  to  be  met 
withal  in  the  Small-Pox,  (even  of  the  con¬ 
fluent  Kind)  but  what,  upon  their  firft  Ap¬ 
pearance,  are  really  diftinCt  :  But  this  is  no 
Argument  why  they  fliould  be  the  diftindt 
Sort ;  for  unlels  the  painful  Symptoms  (with 
which  they  were  firft  invaded)  do  abate,  there 
is  great  Reafon  to  fear  the  morbific  Matter 
is  not  wholly  feparated  from  the  Blood  ;  fo 
that  I  wonder  he  can  endeavour  to  amufe  the 
World  with  flying,  this  Lady  had  a  good 
Kind,  when  he  owns  they  fluxed  upon  her 
the  third  Day  after  the  Eruption  ;  and  that 
before  the  Eruption,  file  was  univerfally  af¬ 
flicted  with  Pains.  Again,  he  lays.  They 
began  to  turn  on'  the  feventh  Day ;  but  ’ twas 
not  dry  d  all  over  ’ till  the  Fourteenth .  The  Fe* 
ver  that  arofe ,  then  occafiond  her  being  blooded . 
There  can  be  no  doubt  made,  but  this  was 
the  fecondaryFever ,  which  prov’d  fo  fatal  to  her. 
Can  then  any  Perfon  fuppofe,  flee  went  thro 
this  Diftemper  with  Eafe  ?  No  one  will  pay 
a  greater  Regard  to  Serjeant  Atnyand  than 
my  felf,  as  a  Surgeon :  For  the  Knowledge  he 
has  fliown  in  that  Art,  and  the  Succefs  he  has 
met  withal  in  his  Pradice,  juftly  befpeak  him 
a  Perfon  of  the  firft  Rank  in  the  Rufinefs ;  but 
in  Thy  fid ,  not  having  made  it  fo  much  his 
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Study,  we  cannot  expert  to  find  him  altoge¬ 
ther  fo  finifli’d. 

I  fhall  now  infert  this  young  Lady’s  Cafe , 
as  I  had  it  from  the  Honourable  Mrs.  Rolt  in 
a  Letter  dated  Sept .  1 6.  1724. 

a  When  I  determin’d  by  my  Friends  Per- 
<c  fwafion  to  have  my  Daughter  inoculated,  I 
c:  fent  for  Mr.  *  Am) and ,  he  ask’d  but  few 
queftions  about  her,  but  I  told  him  that 
cc  {he  had  the  Jaundice  about  a  Year  be- 
<c  fore,  and  feme  Months  after  a  fmall  re- 
cc  lapfe  into  it,  that  from  that  time  file  had 
iC  been  very  well,  till  file  had  the  Meajles  a- 
cr  bout  two  months  before,  and  getting  foon 
cc  well  of  it,  had  been  ever  fince  with  a 
u  Relation  at  Epfome,  He  declar’d  himfelf 
cc  very  well  fatisfied  with  her  State  of  Health, 
cc  and  though  I  propos’d  having  a  Phyfician 
c;  to  attend  her,  ask’d  him  whether  there  was 
cc  not  to  be  fome  preparation,  and  particular- 
a  ly  mention’d,  cutting  off  her  hair  ;  he  faid 
cc  there  was  no  occafion  for  any  thing  I  had 
tc  offer’d,  that  the  Child  would  be  fo  well 
“  all  the  courfe  of  the  Difeafe  that  file  would 
u  play  about  the  the  room  the  whole  time, 
tc  About  five  or  fix  days  after  the  inocula- 
c£  tion,  file  was  feiz’d  with  great  pains  in  all 
cc  her  joynts.  The  Small-Pox  came  out  a- 
cc  bout  the  10th  or  nth  day  very  violently.

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cc  and  was  what  they  call  the  flux  fort  3*  upon 
Cf  which  I  propos’d  again  a  Phyfician,  Mr.  A- 
<c  my  and  upon  it  nam’d  one  he  had  a  mind., 
cc  which  1  confented  to,  foon  after  .another 
cc  was  call’d,  who  he  faid  underftood  inocu- 
c(;  lation  :  foon  after  their  bleeding  her  there 
ic  appear’d  a  fwelling  upon  one  of  her  Elbows, 
cc  upon  which  I  was  very  much  flatter’d,  that 
it  was  a  mark  fhe  would  do  well,  as  I  was 
often  in  the  courfe  of  her^illnefs.  In  nine 
cc  Weeks  after  the  Inoculation,  and  after  the 
<c  the  mod  miferable  buffering,  that  ever 
Cc  poor  creature  underwent,  fhe  died  worn 
C£  to  nothing  but  skin  and  bone.  She  had 
“fix  and  thirty  running  fores  (none  of  them 
cc  having  ever  been  heal’d)  when  fee  died ; 
£c  and  they  were  forc’d  to  roll  up  her  joynts 
“  in  paftboard ,  leaf!  the  joynts  feould  fell  out 
cc  of  their  places. 

I  am  very  fenfible  of  the  reports  which 
cc  have  been  fpread  about  her,  viz. '  that  file 
£C  was  eat  up  of  the  Kings  evil,  that  fee  had 
£C  had  the  black  Jaundice,  and  that  fee  was 
<c  not  well  cur’d  of  that,  nor  of  the  Meafles, 
?c  The  contrary  of  which,  was  affirm’d  to  me 
£C  by  thofe  who  had  the  care  of  her  in  thofe 
cc  illneffes,  and  as  to  the  King’s  evil  it  never 
cc  happen’d,  either  to  Mr.  Rolfs  or  My  Family, 
cc  nor  was  it  ever  fufpedted  by  the  Pbyficians 
“  who  had  treated  her.  And  Mr.  Amy  and 
cc  himfelf  as  I  feid  before,  allow’d  her  to  be 
in  a  very  good  condition,  and  fit  for  the  (T 
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ff  peration  even  without  the  help,  either  of  a 
<c  Phyfician ,  or  any  Preparation. 

cc  After  this  it  is  very  extraordinary  to  have 
cc  fuch  reports  ipread,  and  particularly  that 
cc  an y  man  fliould  talk  in  print  of  the  irregular 
<c  Life  of  a  Child  of  9  years  old ;  for  near  two 
years  before  the  Meafles,  file  had  been  at 
<c  Mr.  Ca-verlas  School,  which  is  allow’d  to 
CJ  to  be  one  of  the  beft  govern’d  in  England. 

cc  I  could  fay  much  more  upon  this  Sub- 
cc  jed,  but  as  every  particular  of  this  is  faffy 
a  the  \\  orld  may  fee  by  it  the  humanity  of 
cc  having  fuch  a  Misfortune  aggravated,  by  the 
a  very  People ,  who  at  lead  Ihould  fliow  fome 
cc  repentance,  for  the  mifery  they  brought  up- 
cc  on  an  afflided  Mother. 

Anne  Rolt . 

I  have  had  it  alferted  to  me,  that  the  Per- 
fon,  (from  whom  the  Matter  was  taken,  with 
which  this  young  Lady  was  Inoculated)  had 
a  Cancerous  Humour  in  her  Bread.  This  I 
could  no  way  contradid  ;  but  m uft  believe, 
that  Serjeant  Amy  and ,  in  Juft  ice  to  his  Patient, 
always  takes  care  "to  get  (what  at  leaft  He 
thinks)  a  good  and  proper  Matter. 

By  this  Account ,  I  think  all  Perfons, 
who  will  fufFer  Reafon  to  determine  their 
Opinion,  niuft  be  convinc’d,  that  Their 
Method  has  no  degree  of  Safety  in  it. 
Befides  ,  the  putrid  Matter  ,  which  is 
thrown  into  the  Blood,  may  lie  dormant  fe- 
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veral  Years,  and  entail  Miferies  on  fucceeding 
Generations.  And  this  may  be  as  rationally  ac¬ 
counted  for,  as  that  the  Venom  of  a  Mad-Dog, 
fliould  be  twenty  Years  inter' woven  with  the 
Blood,  and  at  laft  break  forth  with  the  tame 
Violence,  as  if  but  juft  received  ;  tho’  with 
this  unhappy  difference,  of  being  more  dead¬ 
ly.  And  what  effedl  This  may  have  upon  the 
Blood,  by  being  fo  long  mix’d  with  it,  Time 
will,  I  fear,  produce  many  melancholly  In- 
ftances.  This  young  Lady’s  Cafe  confirms., 
what  I  before  obferv’d,  that  tlie  Matter  avails 
little,  but  all  depends  upon  the  Blood  :  Now, 
as  we  can  never  come  to  any  exadt  Know¬ 
ledge  what  State  that  Fluid  is  in.  Inoculation 
muft  be  vaftly  precarious ;  and  ihould  I  al¬ 
low,  what  they  fo  earneftly  contend  for  j  that 
more  do  eflcape ,  yet  every  particular  Perfon 
may  have  juft  reafon  to  be  alarm’d  ;  fince  the 
Confluent,  the  Cryftailine  Sort ,  Tumours,  Le- 
profie ,  King  r-Evil,  or  Death  itfelf  (for  ought 
that  Mr.  Maitland  can  tell,  or  any  one  elfe  can 
warrant)  may,  by  this  Method  of  propagating 
Difeafes,  be  His  hard  Fate. 

The  Inoculators  furnilh  us  with  one  Inftance 
of  a  Perfon  Inoculated,  that  never  had  the 
Small-Fox ,  yet  had  a  Nervofe  Malignant  Fe¬ 
ver  brought  upon  him  by  the  corrofvve  Mat¬ 
ter  they  had  forc’d  into  his  Blood,  which 
prov’d  fatal  to  him  :  And  this  was,  I  hope, 
more  than  what  Mr.  Maitland  calls  a  little 
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hurt  done .  But  to  the  Cafe,  cc  *  Francis  Ba~  * 
<c  con ,  Efq;  17  Years  of  Age,  was  inoculated 
Cf  Sept.  ii3  1723.  No  Fever,  nor  any  fort  of 
cc  Eruption  follow’d;  he  was  kept  in  breathing 
cc  Sweats  in  Bed  the  9th  and  10th  Day ;  a  Day 
cc  or  two  after  he  was  purged,  and  fo  a  2d, 
fcC  and  a  3d  Time. 

The  not  meeting  with  Succefs  in  this  At¬ 
tempt,  would,  I  believe,  have  guarded  a  Cau¬ 
tious  Perfon,  from  making  a  frefh  Attack  up¬ 
on  fo  weak  a  Conftitution,  as  Dr.  Ojfiey ,  the 
Imculator ,  informs  us  he  had.  He  was  fub- 
jeSt  to  Fevers  attended  with  Nervous  Symp¬ 
toms.  Surely  this  Gentleman  could  not  be  a 
proper  Subjedl  for  them  to  try  their  fever e 
?nethod  upon.  But  fuch  is  their  Obftinacy 
and  Refolution,  either  in  regard  to  their  In- 
tereff,  or  the  Hopes  of  giving  Credit  to  their 
Practice,  that  they  won’t  be  prevail’d  upon 
to  lay  it  afide,  by  the  Difappointments  they 
meet  withal,  or  the  ill  Habit  of  Body  the  Pa¬ 
tient  may  lye  under.  For  October  1,  I  find 
they  made  a  Second  Attempt,  but  with  no 
Effedt  ,*  he  was  then  purged  as  before,  and  re¬ 
leas’d  from  his  Confinement  ,*  but  what  with 
Purging,  Sweating  and  his  Confinement y  they 
pbferv’d  he  look'd  Paler  than  ufual. 

I  am  willing  to  appeal  to  Dr.  Offley,  Whe¬ 
ther  a  Perfon  fubjeSt  to  Fevers ,  attended  with

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Nervous  $pnpto?nsy  can  with  any  Degree  of 
Safety,  undergo  Inoculation  ?  Or,  Whether 
ufing  fo  many  Sweating  and  Purging  Medi¬ 
cines,  is  an  approved  Pra&ice  in  Nervous- 
Cafes  ?  If  it  is,  I  muft  own  it  is  a  Practice 
I  was  hitherto  unacquainted  with. 

But  if  it  flioiild  be  replied,  that  there  was 
a  Neceffity  of  taking  this  Method  with  him, 
becaufe  the  Inoculated  Matter  muft  again  be 
thrown  out  of  the  Blood.  Can  any  thing  be 
more  Barbarous  ,*  than  to  ruin  a  Conftitution 
at  prefent,  only  in  Hopes  to  prevent  a  Diftem- 
per  which  he  was  in  no  immediate  Danger 
of,  and  which  perhaps  never  might  have 
feiz’d  him  ?  After  this  Confinement,  when 
he  went  abroad,  “  He  complain  d  of  a  Pain 
in  his  Head  and  Uimbs  ;  his  Pulfe  was  firong5 
and  Urine  high  colour  dy  but  this  went  off  in 
3  Days  ;  About  Chriftmas  he  was  talen  ill  of 
a  Nervous  Fever ,  and  died  on  the  5 th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary.  A  little  before  his  Deaths  a  great 
Quantity  of  Blood  and  Matter  guffs' d  out  at 
his  No  fir  Us. 

cc  Now,  as  Mr.  Degrave  fays,  may  we  not 
conclude  from  the  Symptoms,  that  this  Gen- 
<Q  tleman  was  by  Times  afflidted  with,  during 
cc  the  fifteen  IFeeh  after  he  had  been  Inocula- 
cc  ted,  that  it  appears  very  evident,  that  the 
<c  Inoculation  was  the  Caufe  of  his  Death  ? 

Firft  we  may  obferve,  they  had  very  much 
weakned  his  Nerves,  and  depauperated  his 
Blood,  by  repeated  fweating  and  purging  of 
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him  ;  the  Inoculated  Matter  was  ftill  fubfift- 
ing  in  his  Blood  ;  the  EfFedfs  of  which  he  did 
not  fo  much  feel  while  the  Pores  were  kept 
open  by  ftrong  Cordials  and  breathing  Sweats ; 
but  as  loon  as  lie  went  abroad  to  take  the  Air, 
then  his  Pains  made  a  quick  Return  upon 
him.  And  being  weakned  lb  much  by  their 
repeated  Experiments  ;  upon  the  firffc  Return 
of  his  Fever,  Nature,  not  being  able  to  bear 
any  more  Attacks  ,  furrender’d  up  his  Life  as 
a  Sacrifice  to  this  fever  e  Try  ah  It  is  reafonable 
to  fuppofe,  that  this  Nervofe  Malignant  Fever, 
which’  was  fo  violent  and  deftrudtive  to  this 
Gentleman,  was  rais’d  to  that  deadly  height, 
by  the  corrcfive  Matter  they  had  forc’d  into 
his  Blood  by  Inoculation . 

The  late  Ingenious  Mr.  Addifon  has  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  Fear  of  Death  often  proves 
Mortal,  and  fees  People  on  Methods  to  fave 
their  Lives,  which  infallibly  deftroy  them. 
And  this  may  be  applied  to  thole  who  enter 
upon  this  fevere  Method  to  avoid  an  imagina¬ 
ry  Danger,  and  throw  themfelves  into  the 
Arms  of  Death,  by  endeavouring  to  efcape  it. 
This  Practice  (from  their  own  Accounts)  is 
we  fee,  attended  with  dangerous  Confequen- 
ces,  as  well  as  uncertain  EfFedts,*  and  the  at¬ 
tempting  to  bring  upon  our  felves  a  Difeafe 
of  the  mod  loathfome  kind,  is  as  great  an 
AfFront  as  can  be  ofFered  to  the  Dignity  of  our 
Natures.  To  male  ufe  (as  the  Inoculators  ob- 
ferve)  of  the  mofl  likely  means  to  prefer  ve  Life , 
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in  a  T ime  of  common  Danger,  is  without 
doubt  greatly  our  Duty,  and  what  Nature 
didates  to  us :  But  fare  it  can  never  be 
thought  our  Duty,  or  confident  with  the  Pre_ 
fervation  of  our  Lives,  to  bring  upon  our. 
felves  a  Diftemper  (when  we  are  in  the  En¬ 
joyment  of  perfect  Health)  which  may  de« 
ftroy  us,  or  r  uin  our  Conftitutions  ;  left  we 
ftiould  be  afflided,  when  we  have  loaded 
our  Stomachs  with  too  great  Plenty ,  or  ven¬ 
tured  too  freely  on  a  generous  (Slafs •  This 
Blows  Such ,  have  a  great  Miftruft  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  and  difcovers  a  great  Meanefs  and  De¬ 
generacy  in  their  Natures,  while  they  dare 
not  commit  their  Caufe  to  God,  which  doth 
great  things  and  unfearthable  ;  for  he  maleth 
fore ,  and  bindeth  up  :  he  woundeth ,  and  his 
hands  male  whole. 

Had  it  pleas’d  God,  that  this  Gentleman 
had  had  the  Small-Pox ,  and  recover’d,  I  don’t 
doubt  but  they  would  have  oblig’d  us  with  a 
Certificate  both  from  the  Nurfe  and  T hemfelves; 
that  Francis  Bacon ,  Efq,*  had  receiv'd  the 
Small-Pox  by  Inoculation ,  and  was  well  re¬ 
covered ;  though  he  laboured  under  the  Dif- 
advantage  of  a  very  ill  Habit  of  Body .  But 
now  the  Cafe  is  alter’d,  quoth  Plow  den,  the 
Gentleman  is  dead,  and  Dead  Men  tell  no 
Tales  5  fo  that  there  remains  nothing  to  be 
done,  but  to  cook  up  a  Story,  and  form 
fome  Excufe  to  juftifie  their  Practice,  and 
amufe  the  World,  This  Gentleman,  fay 
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they,  was  very  fubjeff  to  Fever ^  had  weak 
Nerves  ;  and  what  happen'd  at  Cambridge  they 
will  fay  nothing  to  ;  fo  that  Mr.  ProfefTor 
Green  and  Dr.  AJIoenhurfl  were  under  a  necefi- 
fity  of  letting  forth  his  Cafe:  I  prefume  to 
avoid  any  Imputation  they  might  be  appre- 
henfive  the  Inoculators  would  throw  upon 
them.  Mifs  Rolt  had  the  Meafles  fometime 
before,  and  Serjeant  Amyand ,  fays,  by  all  Ac¬ 
counts  Jhe  had  a  bad  Habit  of  Body  ;  he  had 
then  the  greater  Reafon  to  call  in  the  Affiftance 
of  a  Phylician,  but  this  he  oppos’d  :  I  wonder 
where  all  thefe  Accounts  came  from,  fince 
Mrs.  Rolt ,  the  Doctors  and  Apothecary  inform 
us  of  the  contrary.  A  Third  was  fubjett  to 
Humours.  A  Fourth  was  Leprous ,  (why  did 
they  then  Inoculate  fuch  a  Habit  of  Body  ?  ) 
A  Fifth  had  a  Worm-Fever.  A  Sixth  was 
breeding  her  Teeth.  But  above  all  one  died 
fuddenly,  (therefore  I  fuppofe  fhe  could  not 
die  of  the  Small-Fox.)  In  fhort,  there  is  not 
one-  that  has  died  under  thefe  fevere  Trials , 
but  what  they  find,  fome  Caufe  or  other  of 
Death ,  exclulive  of  the  Diftemper.  It  is 
zsoonderful ,  into  what  Abfur dities ,  Zeal  for  an 
Opinion ,  will  drive  a  Man ,  but  fure  it  mult 
be  a  wretched  Caufe,  when  it’s  Advocates  are 
forc’d  to  fuch  pitiful  Shifts  to  fupport  it:  This 
makes  good  what  Shakefpear  obferves,  viz. 

Things  bad  begun  make  (Irong  themfelves  by  ill. 
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Hay,  fo  great  is  their  Induftry  to  fupport 
this  Practice,  and  fliow  that  there  can  be  no 
Fault  in  Them,  that  they  have  perfwaded 
the  Melancholly  Parents  to  publilh  a  Certifi¬ 
cate,  tout  they  are  confciour  they  have  done  their 
Ditty,  in  nfing  the  moft  likely  Means,  to  prefers 
Life  in  a  'Time  of  common  Danger.  There 
are  few  Perfons,  that  have  at  any  Time 
been  impos’d  upon,  fo  ingenuous  as  to  ac¬ 
knowledge,  that  they  were  over-reach’d  : 
Self-Love  and  an  Opinion  of  our  own  Judg¬ 
ment,  being  apt  to  incline  us  to  juftifie,  what 
we  have  done,  though  never  fo  imprudently 
done.  ^  I  don’t  doubt  but  Mr.  Brooksbank  and 
his  Wife  readily  publiih’d  that  Certificate,  to 
avoid  thofe  Cenfures  which  they  thought 
might  be  call  upon  their  Conduft. 

I  don’t  find  in  any  of  thofe  Accounts  which 
I  have  feen,  any  Perfon  who  buffered  One 
Child  to  mifcarry  by  this  Method,  would 
ever  permit  Another  to  fall  into  their  Hands : 
Which  they  certainly  would  have  done,  were 
they  confciour  they  had  done  their  Duty ,  in  ufing 
the  moft  likely  Means,  to  preferve  Life  in  a  time 
of  common  Danger . 

Mr s.Rolt,  I  am  inform’d,  has  other  Children 
whom  fhe  intended  fiiould  have  been  Inocu¬ 
lated  ;  but  I  am  of  Opinion,  all  that  ever 
they  can  fay  of  the  Security  of  their  Method , 
and  all  their  headings  or  its  Infallibility ,  will 
not  prevail  with  that  Lady  to  buffer  another 
Child  to  undergo  their  fevers  Trials .  And 
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this  fliall  ever  be  a  Reafon  with  me3  not  to 
come  into  this  Practice  ;  and  to  fufped,  that 
it  is  not  fo  happy  in  its  Effefts  as  they  are 
pleas’d  to  reprefent  it  to  us.  Becaufe  the 
very  Perfons  whom  they  had  once  engag’d  to 
be  Favourers  of  their  Notions,  now  run  counter 
to  their  former  Thoughts  ;  and  behold,  with 
the  greateft  Sorrow,  the  miferable  EfFe&s  of  an 
Opinion  fo  creduloufiy  embrac’d.  And  I  dare 
appeal  for  the  Truth  of  this  to  Mr.  Brook  s- 
bank  and  his  Wife ,  whether  or  no  they  have 
not  rejovc’d,  that  the  Inoculation  had  no  Effect 
upon  their  Son,  fince  he  fo  perfectly  recover¬ 
ed  of  them  received  in  the  Natural  JVay  ; 
and  whether  they  have  not  frequently  wifli’d 
their  Daughter  had  waited  the  Time  of 
Providence,  fince  fhe  died  of  them  by  Inocu¬ 
lation <, 

I  will  now  take  Notice  of  the  Four  Re¬ 
marks  Mr.  Maitland  has  made  upon  Inocula¬ 
tion,  from  which  lie  would  infer,  that  it  is 
much  fafer  and  gentler  tha n  the  Natural  Way.

Secondly *  That  we  have  not  //■  '•Fetiion  by 
the  infenjible  Particles ,  twitch*  r  -  ;•  rs,  Dr. 

coi  tcgiojx; ;  or 
which 
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which  is  near  the  fame  'Thing,  convey  the  Con¬ 
tagion  the  ftrongeft.  This  is  really  more  and 
more  critical,  and  as  true  as  that  old  Proverb, 
which  fays.  He  that  is  horn  to  he  hangd ,  will 
never  he  drown  d.  For  if  the  Small-Fox  is 
brought  upon  us  by  the  fenfible  Particles- ,  it  is 
moft  certain  we  have  them  not  by  the  infenfihle 
Ones.  But  allowing  what  he  alledges  againft 
Dr.  Whgftafje  to  be  true,  that  the  infenfihle  Parti¬ 
cles  are  the  moft  Contagious ;  yet  it  won’t  follow, 
that  they  convey  the  Contagion  the  ftrongeft . 
For  by  the  moft  contagious ,  I  prefume  the 
Dodor  means,  that  the  infenfihle  Particles  of 
the  Animal  Juices  are  in  their  own  Natures 
apt  to  operate  quicker,  than  groifer  ones,  yet 
the  Contagion  may  be  as  powerfully  convey’d 
to  the  Blood,  by  the  fenfible  Particles ,  with 
which  they  Inoculate  :  for  Galen  obferves  in 
his  Book  de  Temper amentis,  f  That  neither 
the  Venom  of  a  Viper,  nor  of  the  Afp, 
nor  frothy  Spittle  of  a  Mad  Dog,  are  alike 
Mischievous  when  they  rail  upon  the  Skin,  or 
enter  into  the  Stomach,  as  when  outwardly 
communicated  by  a  Wound.  And  fliould 
they  fall  upon  the  Stomach,  v  Dr.  Mead  has 
obferv’d,  they  may  by  the  Adion  of  that 
Part,  be  turn’d  to  Alcalious ,  for  by  the  Force 
of  the  Fibres,  and  by  the  Salival  juices  thefe 
laline  Spicula  maybe  all  broken  and  diflfolved; 
or  if  any  can  pals  into  the  Inteftines,  the  Bal- 
fam  of  the  Bile  will  be  an  Antidote  for  them  ;

therefore  tho  I  fliould  allow  the  infenfible 
Particles  are  the  moft  Contagious ,  yet  rhe 
fenfible  Particles  may  neverthelefs'  convey  the 
Contagion  the  flrongefl. 

Thirdly,  We  may  be  fare ,  as  his  Operator  is 
careful ,  he  is  infeffied  by  a  favourable 

Kind.  The  Purulent  Matter  may  be  taken  in¬ 
deed,  from  one  that  has  a  regular  diftind  Sort; 
but  hill  tins  is  no  Argument,  why  the  Perfon 
inoculated  fliould  have  a  good  Kind  ;  for  I 
have  fliown  ,  that  according  to  the  State  and 
Temperament  of  the  Blood,  fuch  will  be  the 
Nature  of  the  Small-Pox.  The  Blood  may 
be  compar’d  to  Matter  of  a  combuftible  Na¬ 
ture,  and  the  Particles  of  the  Small-Pox  to 
Sparks  of  Fire ;  as  therefore  a  (mall  Spark,  tho’ 
not  the  moll:  Intenfe  in  its  felf,  will  giveMotion 
to  all  the  reft,  fo  the  leaft  Particle  of  the 
Small-Pox ,  will  fet  the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood 
into  a  violent  Ebullition,  which  perhaps  was 
not  at  all  difpos’d  to  fall  into  this  Violence, 
till  put  in  Motion  by  Particles  of  the  fame, 
tho’  of  a  more  rarified  Nature.  Therefore 
let  the  Operator  be  never  fo  careful,  we 
cannot  be  lure  a  favourable  Kind  will  be  the 
Effed  of  the  Inoculation. 

Fourthly,  IVe  may  be  much  more  fare  of  the 
Difpofition  of  our  Fluids ,  than  a  Perfon  who 
catches  them  by  Chance ,  after  a  Surfeit  or  a 
Debauch.  It  is  not  in  our  Power  to  make  a 
true  Judgment  of  the  Degrees  of  Heat  and 
Cold,  Moift  and  Dry,  which  are  fo  neceflary 
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for  the  Preservation  of  our  Being.  Mankind 
is  not  endu’d  with  that  Fore-light,  to  know 
the  Works  of  the  Almighty  to  Perfection  :  For 
tho’  we  can  by  Variety  of  Symptoms  perceive 
when  human  Nature  is  oppreft,  yet  we  are 
greatly  in  the  Dark,  as  to  that  Part  of  Know¬ 
ledge,  when  we  come  to  judge  of  thofe  Di- 
feafes,  which  So  Suddenly  deprive  us  of  Life: 
and  many  I  have  known  (feme  of  which  were 
in  the  Bloom  of  Life)  fo  Suddenly  taken  from 
us,  that  there  was  not  Time  to  make  ufe  of 
any  Application  :  Therefore  unlefs  this  could 
be  thoroughly  underftood,  the  cleareft  Judg¬ 
ment  can’t  inform  us  when  it  is  proper  to  put 
this  Method  of  Inoculation  in  Practice.  And 
whereas  they  give  out  it  is  not  Safe  to  Inoculate 
a  Perfon,  when  he  is  breeding  this  Diftemper, 
I  defie  them  with  all  their  Elaborate  Skill  and 
Infallibility ,  to  tell  me  when  any  one  is  cer¬ 
tainly  breeding  this  Diftemper.  And  this  I  am 
fure  they  will  find  too  difficult  for  the  niceft 
Judgment  to  difcover.  Therefore,  it  is  plain 
to  a  Demonftration,  that  they  can’t  be  more  Jure 
of  the  Difpo/ition  of  the  Fluids.  But  he  tells  us  it 
is  much  better  to  have  them  by  this  Method, 
left  they  catch  them  by  Chance ,  after  a  Surfeit 
or  a  Debauch.  That  which  comes  by  Chance 
we  mud  fuppofe  comes  but  Seldom,  and  there 
can  few  Inftances  be  given  of  Perfons  falling 
into  this  Diftemper  after  a  Debauch;  fo  that 
this  can  never  be  efteem’d  a  ftrong  Rea- 
fon  why  this  Method  Should  be  fo  univerfalJy 

receiv’d 
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receiv’d.  Dr.  Cheyne  in  his  Eflfay  of  Health 
and  Long  Life ,  Page  14.  recommends  the 
Ufe  of  a  generous  Glafs,  and  a  good  Diet  in 
that  Time,  when  Contagious  Difeafes  make 
their  Appearance  ;  u  For,  fays  he,  fo  long  as 
the  Perfpiration  is  flrong ,  brisk  and  full,  it 
w  is  impoffible  any  of  thole  Dilorders  (which 
a  poifon’d  Air  is  capable  of  producing) 
4C  fliould  happen ;  becaufe  the  Force ,  of  the 
€c  Perfpiratory  Steams  outward  ,  is  greater 
<c  than  the  Force  whereby  thofe  noxious 
u  Mixtures  enter.  Hence  it  comes  to  pals, 
u  that  thofe  who  are  very  flrong  and  healthy, 
cc  and  thofe  who  have  drank  flrong  Liquo?s  fo 
a  plentifully,  as  to  have  thereby  a  brisk  GV- 
cc  dilation  and  full  Perfpiration,  feldom  or 
w  never  catch  Cold  And  this  is  the  Reafon 
c*  why  rich  Foods ,  and  generous  iVines, 
cc  moderately  us’d,  become  fo  excellent  an 
cc  Antidote  in  Infectious  and  epidemick  Di- 
‘c  ftempers  ;  not  only  as  they  banilh  Fear  and 
u  Terror,  but  as  they  make  lo  full  and  free  a 
cc  Stream  of  Perfpiration,  and  maintain  fo  ac- 
lc  tive  and  brisk  an  Atmofphere,  as  fuffers  no 
<c  noxious  Steams  or  Mixtures  in  the  Air  to 
come  within  it,  but  drives  and  beats  off  the 
tC  Enemy  to  a  Diftance.”  Now  if  Mr.  Mait¬ 
land  will  deny  thofe  Usings,  I  think  it  is  Folly 
to  reafon  upon  this  Subject  any  longer. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  thought  flopping  out  of 
my  Way,  to  make  a  Remark  or  two  on  fome 
Obfervations  Mr.  Maitland  has  made  upon 

Mr. 
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Mr,  Maffefs  Sermon  :  But  as  they  allude  to 
the  Argument  before  us,  I  hope  my  Reader 
will  pardon  the  Digreflion.  Mu  Maffey  fays 
in  his  Sermon,  Page  20,  7 hat  a  Law  which 
forbids  the  Evil ,  forbids  alfo  every  thing  that 
has  a  Tendency  to  it  ;  therefore  all  caujlefs  and 
voluntary  Mutilations  are  forbid .  To  which 
Mr,  Maitland  replies,  Page  44.  Surgeons  cut 
off  Peoples  Limbs .  Here  the  Intention  hallows 
the  Action ,  which  is  in  itfelf  exprefly  forbid . 
No  doubt  but  all  caujlefs  Mutilations  are 
forbid  ;  but  we  may  hope  when  Surgeons  cut 
off  Limbs,  it  is  not  without  fufficient  Caufe 
they  put  that  Operation  in  Practice.  He  be¬ 
lieves  no  Surgeon  will  affirm,  that  in  all  Cafes, 
where  Limbs  are  cut  off,  there  is  a  direct  hn - 
pofibility  to  fave  the  Patient's  Life  otherwife . 
As  Mr.  Maitland  pretends  to  be  a  Surgeon, 
Pure,  he  will  never  reprefent  fo  Honourable  a 
Body  of  Men,  as  Deftroyers  of  Mankind.  For 
my  own  part,  whatever  his  Notions  may  be, 
^  I  have  that  Generous  Opinion  of  the  Faculty, 
to  think  they  will  never  cut  off  Limbs,  unlefs 
their  judgment  lead  them  to  believe  it  direct¬ 
ly  impoffible  to  fave  the  Patient’s  Life,  with¬ 
out  that  Operation;  and  tho’  it  has  ever  been 
efteem’d  much  more  Judicious  to  fave  One 
Limb,  when  in  Danger  of  being  cut  ofiF,  than 
to  cure  Twenty  that  have :  Yet  we  muft  not 
forget  what  Ovid  obferves, 

™ - — — —  Imme&icabile  vulnm 

Bnje  reddendum  :  ne  pars  fmcera  trahatur . 
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Again,  Page  45.  A  Surgeon  who  cuts  a  Ter - 
fon  for  the  Stone ,  ew#  /f  Tatient  dies  of  the 
Operation ,  does  not  think  he  has  committed  a 
viortal  Sin ,  in-flitting  a  mortal  Difeafe  ;  and 
yet  the  Tatient  perhaps  might  have  liv'd  many 
Tears ,  <2/7^  dyd  of  the  Diftemper  at  lafl . 

Was  there  ever  a  Perfon  cut  for  the  Stone, 
that  had  not  for  fome  time  laboured  under 
it’s  fevere  Tortures,  and  was  very  well  con¬ 
vinc’d  ,  there  were  little  Hopes  of  Eafe  left , 
and  lefs  Expectations  of  a  Cure  ?  But  would 
not  all  the  World  think  that  Perfon  mad,  that 
would  be  cut  for  the  Stone,  leaft  he  fhould 
have  it  Forty  Years  hence,  or  perhaps  not  at 
all  ?  But  this  Cafe  and  that  of  Inoculation 
are  no  way  parallel.  For  You  obferve,  the  Per¬ 
fon  to  be  Inoculated,  is  to  be  in  perfect  Health, 
and  free  from  all  Symptoms  which  may  give 
the  leaft  Sufpicion,  that  the  Diftemper  is  co¬ 
ming  upon  him ;  whereas  thofe  that  are  cut  for 
the  Stone,  are  too  lenfible  of  the  acute  Pains 
they  bear. 

He  obferves  further,  A  Terfon  who  has  not 
had  the  Small- Pox,  may  be  very  juftly  confider- 
ed ,  as  having  the  Seeds  of  a  mortal  Diftemper 
within  him.  In  the  common  Courfe  of  Na¬ 
ture,  about  One  in  Sixteen  die  of  the  Small - 
Tex  :  How  can  any  Man  call  that  a  Mortal 
Diftanprr^  when  there  is  fo  great  a  Difparity  be¬ 
tween  thofe  that  recover,  and  thofe  that  die  ? 

Once  more,  Page  4 6.  The  Cafe ,  put  it  as 
difadvantageoujly  at  pojjible >  more  refembles  that 
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of  a  V  erf  on  who  leaps  out  of  a  Window  for  fear 
of  Fire  ;  and  furely  that  can  never  be  reckon  d 
a  Mifiruft  of  Providence ,  even  if  he  did  it  be¬ 
fore  he  was  much  in  Danger  :  And  if  being 
prompted  by  his  too  early  Fears  to  take  this 
Courfe. ,  and  lofe  his  Life  by  the  Fall,  no  Body 
will  arraign  him  of  Selj-Murther.  I  prefume 
when  a  Man  leaps  out  of  a  Window  for  Fear 
of  Fire/  it  is  at  a  Time,  when  the  whole 
Houfe  is  in  Flames  about  him  ,•  fo  that  he  has 
no  Poffibility  of  efcaping,  but  by  running 
fuch  a  Hazard ;  oi\  (which  is  the  fame  thing) 
the  Terrors  of  his  Mind,  brought  upon  him 
by  the  Fright,  deprive  him  of  judging  of  any 
other  Way  to  efcape,  and  the  ftrong  impulfe  of 
Nature,  for  her  own  Security,  puts  him  upon 
fo  bold  and  dangerous  an  Attempt*  But  how 
will  this  hold  withrefped:  to  Inoculation?  Why 
thus :  The  Small-Box  when  they  are  in  the 
Neighbourhood,  muft  be  compar’d  to  fome 
Houfe  on  Fire,  very  well ;  and  Inoculation  to 
the  Leaping  out  of  a  Window .  Did  ever  any. 
Man  leap  out  of  a  Window  at  Charing-Crojs , 
for  Fear  of  a  Fire  at  Temple-Bar  ?  If  his  Fears 
were  fo  great,  as  to  fuggeft  to  Him,  that  the 
Flames  might  at  laft  reach  Him,  he  might  go 
out  at  his  Doors  inftead  of  his  Window,  and 
remove  to  a  more  diftant  Part  So  as  to 
thofe  that  are  ftrongly  pre-poffefs’d  with  Fears 
of  a  malignant  Air  in  the  Neighbourhood 
bringing  on  the  Small-Pox  ;  Inch  have  it  in 
fjieir  Power  to  remove  to  Places  not  fo  much 

F  %  infected* 
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infe&ed.  But  though  Inoculation  may  be 
compar’d  to  the  Leaping  out  of  the  Window, 
(yet  it  muft  be  obferv’d,  it  is  leaping  into  the 
Flames  too,  for  the  Small-Pox  is  the  Fire  you 
are  to  avoid)  and  this  is  leaping  out  of  the 
Frying-pan  into  the  Fire ;  which  inclines  me 
to  think,  he  won’t  ftand  by  this  Comparifon. 
There  are  many  Perfons  that  never  have  the 
Small-Pox  ;  and  tho’  there  may  be  a  ftrong 
Probability,  fome  time  or  other  that  they  may 
have  them ;  yet  there  is  even  then  a  great  Pol- 
fibility  of  efcaping  with  Life ;  which  is  hardly 
to  be  expected,  if  we  flay  in  the  Houle  fur- 
rounded  with  Flames:  And  when  any  one  has 
the  Small-Pox  (by  a  Calculation  I  have  made 
in  Stamford )  it  is  about  eighteen  to  one,  that 
he  recovers;  whereas  He  that  flays  in  die 
Houfe  till  the  Flames  lay  hold  of  him,  has  a 
Million  to  One  againft  him,  that  he  is  deftroy- 
ed.  Inoculation  may  indeed  juftly  be  compa¬ 
red  to  the  Leaving  out  of  a  Window ;  for 
by  the  Violence  of  the  Fall  (granting  he  e- 
fcapes  with  Life)  he  that  takes  the  Leap, 
may  be  bruis’d,  or  his  Limbs  fo  fhatter’d,  as 
to  render  Life  a  Burthen  to  him  ;  fo.  He 
that  is  Inoculated ,  tho’  he  may  recover  of  the 
SmalbPox,  yet  may  he,  by  this  Method  of  In¬ 
oculation,  bring  on  other  Diftempers  fo  de- 
ftrudtive  of  his  Conftitution,  as  will  fill  his 
Days  with  Sorrow.  In  thefe  Cafes  Mr.  Mait -

land  owns,  fuch  an  one  may  have  done  an  im¬ 
prudent ,  tho'  not  a  f inful  Aftion.  And'  yet  he 
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has  the  Modefty  to  plead  for  Inoculation* 
But  ftill  we  fee  He  will  not  give  over  the 
Practice :  Of  fuch  Power  and  Force  is  Inter- 
eft,  that  it  breaks  thro’  all  the  Ties,  both 
of  Humanity  and  Religion* 

When  Dr.  Wagftaffe  attacks  him  fo  clofely, 
that  he  has  no  room  left  to  make  his  Retreat, 
he  then  pleads  hard  for  a  Truce.  Cannot ,  fays 
he.  Page  22,  The  learned  Phytic  ians ,  zvko  fo 
zealoufly  oppofe  it ,  (that  is  Inoculation)  hmoe  a 
little  Patience 5  and  Time  will  clear  up  many 
Things  in  it,  which  perhaps  may  he  now  Doubt¬ 
ful  ?  Is  not  this  an  humble  and  modeft  Re- 
queft  ?  But  had  he  not  better  have  fpoke  the 
real  Sentiments  of  his  Mind  ?  and  faid,  cc  Can- 
C€  not  the  learned  Phyficians  have  Patience 
c£  with  my  Dodtrine  of  Inoculation,  till  I  have 
cc  rais’d  a  Fortune ,  and  am  become  Sir  Charles  ? 
4C  then  let  'em  damn  both  It  and  Me. 

His  owning  that  they  are  the  learned  Phyfi¬ 
cians  who  fo  zealoufiy  oppofe  Inoculation,  is  fuf- 
ficient  to  convince  us,  there  are  many  Diffi¬ 
culties,  that  want  clearing  up.  Sure  the  com 
fiderate  Part  of  the  World  will  believe,  that  if 
thofe  Gentlemen,  who  underftand  our  Confti- 
unions  beft,  had  feen  the  leaft  Reafon  to  think 
this  Method  fecure ,  they  would  have  recom¬ 
mended  this  Practice  to  the  World,  and  not  fo 
zealoufly  oppofe  it  1  which,  if  certain  of  Succejf 
would  have  been  efteem’d  one  of  the  greateft 
Bieffings  to  Mankind  :  But  whereas  Mr.  Mait¬ 
land  owns,  there  are  Doubts  ftill  remaining; 

which 
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which  Time  only  can  clear  up,  he  has  by  this 
Acknowledgment  caft  the  Shadow  of  Death 
upon  his  infallible  Light,  and  deftroy’d  the 
foundations  of  his  former  Security. 

Another  Objection  I  have  to  offer  againft 
this  Pra&ice  is  this  :  That  granting  this  a  more 
fecure  Way,  than  waiting  for  the  Turn  of 
Nature  ,  by  receiving  it  either  from  an 
infe&ed  Perfon,  or  the  Impurities  of  the 
Air  ;  yet  in  all  Societies  feme  Regard  mud 
be  ftiown  to  the  Peace  and  Intereft  of  Man¬ 
kind.  For  tho’  a  great  many  approve  of  this 
fevere  Method,  yet  far  greater  are  the  Num¬ 
bers  that  do  not  :  So  that  unlefs  .we  can  be 
made  eafy  in  this  Point,  it  mud  of  neceflity 
break  the  Bond  of  Peace  and  good  Neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  raife  eternal  Heart-burnings 
and  Jealoufies  amongft  each  other.  For  as 
every  Perfon  at  prefent,  has  a  Liberty,  when , 
and  where ,  he  pleafes  to  Inoculate,  he  may 
bring  the  Small  Pox  into  a  Town  at  his  Plea- 
fure  :  Confequently,  thofe  who  do  not  ap¬ 
prove  of  this  Method,  if  they  will  not  come 
into  this  Scheme,  11111(1  be  perpetually  har- 
rafs’d  with  the  Apprehenfions  of  receiving  the 
Small-Pox  ;  which  will  make  Life  very  unea- 
fy  and  uncomfortable  to  them  >  Won’t  this 
make  them  renounce  all  Commerce  with  their 
beft  Friends  and  dear  eft  Relations  ?  And  Jhou\d 
they  b)  chance  meet  an  Object  that  has  but  lately 
recovered ,  how  fufceptable  will  they  be  of  the 
D i  (temper  ?  And  how  few  thus  feizd ,  do  ever 
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efcape  ?  Their  Fears  will  not  be  the  only 
Difadvantage  neither;  for  that  Income  which 
is  procur’d  by  the  Diligence  of  the  Tradef- 
man  for  the  Subfiflance  of  his  Family,  will  be 
greatly  lelfened  thereby :  For  the  Trading  Fart 
of  a  Town  is  ever  fenfible  of  the  Difadvantage, 
during  the  raging  of  this  Calamity  :  So 
that  if  this  Method  is  to  be  the  common 
Pradice  in  the  Country;  inflead  of  having 
the  Small-Fox  once  in  Seven  or  Eight  Years, 
(which  is  about  the  Time  I  have  obferv’d  it 
ufually  returns,)  we  rnuft  have  the  Afflidion 
always  at  our  Doors^  both  to  the  Terror  of 
our  Minds,  and  the  Deftrudion  of  our  Bo¬ 
dies  and  Fortunes. 

When  this  Method  was  firft  brought  a- 
mongft  us,  they  told  us,  it  might  be  pradic’d 
upon  Perfons  in  all  Seafons,  and  of  all  Ages; 
but  now  they  have  alter’d  their  Thoughts, 
and  Children  are  efteem’d  the  propereft  Sub- 
jeds  :  And  in  thofe  the  Danger  in  infection  too 
lefs  hazardous,  therefore  we  have  the  lefs 
Reafon  to  Inoculate  Them,  For  we  muft 
confider,  that  Their  Veflels  are  not  fo  eafi- 
ly  obftruded,  as  Thofe  of  Perfons,  who  are 
advanc’d  to  the  Bloom  of  Life  ;  and  whofe 
Lives  perhaps  have  not  been  fo  Regular,  and 
by  confequence  their  Fluids  not  fo  Pure : 
Their  Lympha0  Stomachy  and  Inteftmes ,  are 
not  loaded  with  thofe  Crudities,  which  the 
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Age:  Their  Blood  is  more  attenuated  and 
more  aqueous ,  and  confequently  lefs  fubjedi  to 
form  Obftrudtions ;  and  it  is  lefs  impregnated 
with  Saline  Particles,  therefore  the Fermentation 
will  be  the  lefs  Violent  in  this  Difeafe,  when 
it  comes :  Their  Perfpirations  are  much 
more  free,  fo  that  all  the  Secretions  will  be 
perform’d  with  far  lefs  difficulty  :  Add  to 
all  this,  Their  Minds  are  not  fo  capable  of 
being  mov’d  by  Apprehenfions  of  Danger; 
and  fo  their  Paffions  bein^  at  reft.  Nature 
is  left  to  difcharge  the  morbific  Matter  with 
out  being  clog’d  with  a  thoufand  additio¬ 
nal  Dangers.  Mr.  MaJJey  the  Apothecary  takes 
Notice,  that  of  federal  Hundreds  of  Children  in 
Chrift’s  Hofpital,  which  have  had  the  Small¬ 
pox,  none  has  dyd  within  the  Space  of  eight 
Tears  but  one.  This  Obfervation  Mr.  Mait¬ 
land  triumphs  in,  Page  37,  and  fays,  this  is 
very  near  to  a  practical  Devionflration  of  the 
Safety  of  the  Pradtice  which  he  has  advanc’d. 
So  that  I  expedt  he  will  reply  to  me,  fince 
Children  have  all  thefe  Advantages  from  Na¬ 
ture,  as  well  as  thole  of  Preparation ,  and  Regi- 
men^  it  ought  to  encourage  us  the  more  to  let 
Them  be  Inoculated.  But  we  muft  confider, 
that  there  is  not  one  Perfon  in  twenty,  but  what 
have  the  Small-Pox  in  their  Childhood  and, 
if  what  you  obferve  be  true.  Page  17,  viz. 
That  however  more  favourable  the  natural 
Small-Pox  generally  is  to  Children  than  grown 
1  ’ erfons ,  yet  Inoculation  has  been  attended  with 
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better  S uecefs  in  the  latter  than  in  the  former , 
it  is  plain  from  your  own  Words,  that  In¬ 
oculation  is  more  dangerous  to  Children ,  but 
the  infenfible  Particles  to  grown  Perfons ;  fo 
that  I  hope  there  can  no  Rea  (on  be  given 
why  the  tender  Natures  of  Children  fliou’d 
be  fo  violently  oppreft. 

But  as  You  and  Mr.  Maitland  fo  much  in- 
fift  on  the  Advantage  the  Inoculated  have  by 
their  Bodies  being  prepar’d,  and  every  one  that 
is  a  Favourer  of  the  Practice,  lays  fo  great  a 
Strefs  upon  it ;  it  is  become  neceflary  to  con- 
flder  the  Nature,  and  Effects  of  your  grand 
Preparations,  which  are  Purging  and  Bleed¬ 
ing.  But  we  fhall  find  this  is  mere  Farce, 
and  intended  more  to  amide  than  profit 
Mankind.  For  by  Purging  you  propofe  re¬ 
throw  off  fomewhat  that  is  Prejudicial,  or 
elfe  why  do  you  Purge  ?  But  you  lay  it 
down  as  a  Rule,  Page  12.  To  inoculate  none 
but  Perfons  of  a  good  Habit  of  Body ,  and  free  y 
not  only  from  any  apparent ,  but ,  as  far  as  can 
be  judg'd,  from  any  latent  Dfeafe  :  Now  if  only 
fuch  are  to  be  inoculated,  where  is  the  ne* 
celfity  of  Purging  ;  and  therefore  why  fuch  a 
Stir  about  preparing  the  Body  ?  we  don’t 
know  When  or  Where  the  Patient  is  affiidted, 
otherwife  than  by  Symptoms  s  and  if  none  of 
thofe  offer  themfelves,  we  may  hope  the  Bo¬ 
dy  is  in  a  healthful  State.  Hippocrates  fays  in 
his  22  d  Aphorifm ,  we  ought  only  to  purge  off 
the  Humours  that  are  concerted,  and  not  thofe 
that  are  yet  crude  s  and  if  the  Perfon,  who 
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has  Thoughts  of  being  inoculated,  is  of  fuch 
a  Habit  of  Body  as  to  require  thefe  Prepara¬ 
tions,  then  by  your  own  Account  he  is  not 
a  fit  Subject  for  Inoculation.  The  Preparati¬ 
on  by  Bleeding  will  be  found  (till  lefs  neceflary ; 
becaufe  by  it  the  Crafis  of  the  Blood  may  be 
fo  weaken’d,  as  to  render  it  incapable  of  throw¬ 
ing  off  that  Corrofive  Matter  the  Inoculators 
force  into  it.  Bleeding  has  frequently  been 
known  to  retard  the  Eruption,  which  has  been 
found  fatal,  particularly  to  one  of  Royal, 
and  another  of  Noble  Blood :  I  mean  the 
Duke  of  Gloucefier  and  the  Marquis  of  Bland- 
ford ;  both  which  were  blooded  before  the 
Small-Pox  made  their  Appearance  ;  and  it  was 
the  Opinion  of  the  Immortal  Radcliffe  (when 
he  was  call’d  to  their  Afliftance)  that  this  Pre¬ 
paration  had  fo  weaken’d  their  Blood  and 
Sp  irirs,  as  to  render  all  the  Endeavours  which 
were  made  ufe  of  Ineffectual  I  would 
not  be  underftood,  as  if  by  this,  I  am  wholly 
condemning  the  Practice  of  Bleeding  in  the 
Small-Pox :  No,  I  am  of  Opinion  it  is  often 
found  very  neceffary ,  and  very  fuccefsful ;  But 
I  believe  all  Perfons  of  the  Profeffion  will  al¬ 
low,  it  is  much  eafier  to  judge  of  the  Neccfli- 
ty  of  Bleeding,  when  a  Perfon  is  in  a  violent 
Fever,  and  the  Blood  boils  high,  than  when 
Nature  is  performing  her  proper  Offices,  and 
the  whole  Fabrick  of  Man  is  undifturb’d. 

The  Death  of  the  Honourable  William  Spen¬ 
cer,  Son  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  late  Earl 
f  Sunderland  ;  gave  their  Scheme  fuch  a 

Shock, 
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Shock,  that  their  greateft  Induftry  was  em¬ 
ploy’d  to  recover  the  Reputation  it  had  loft. 
The  firft  Step  they  took  was  to  examin  the 
Body  s  and  then  they  pompoufly  dreft  out  a 
Certificate,  in  order  to  prove  that  the  Child 
died  either  of  a  Polipus ,  or  a  Water  in  the 
Head .  The  Certificate  runs  thus  :  £c  We 

£c  found  the  Small-Pox  of  a  mix’d  Sort,  diftind 
cc  in  fome  Parts,  and  confluent  in  others  ; 
(C  aim  oft  dry’d  and  fcal’d  throughout  the  Bo- 
<c  dy  :  All  the  Inward  Parts  were  in  their 
cc  natural  State,  and  free  from  any  Mark  of 
the  Small-Pox .  In  the  Right  Ventricle  of 
cc  the  Heart  there  were  two  Polypus’s,  where- 
£C  of  one  was  branch’d  out  into  the  Arteria 
u  Pulmonalis .  In  the  Head,  we  found  the 
Cf  Surface  of  the  Brain  full  of  Water,  and  the 
cc  Subftance  of  it  flabby  ;  the  Ventricles  of  it 
Cc  being  as  full  of  Water  as  they  could  hold  ; 
u  the  Plexus  Choroides  being  white,  by  foak- 
cc  ing  in  that  Water :  The  Bafis  of  the  Brain 
was  alfo  full  of  Water,  In  the  Longitude 
“  nal  Sinus ,  there  was  a  long  and  pretty 
£C  large  Polypus  ;  and  likewife  one  in  the  La~ 
teral  Sinus .  The  Cerebellum  was  in  its  natu- 
£C  ral  State.

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By  this  Certificate  no  one  could  imagine 
this  Child  died  of  the  Small-Pox ;  do  they 
not  therefore,  by  publifhing  it,  propofe  to 
prevent  us  from  fearching  after  Truth?  The 
Perfons  that  have  fign’d  it,  I  dare  fay,  know 
too  well  the  Nature  of  Poifons  to  believe  the 
the  Polypus  or  the  Bafis  and  Surface  of  the 
Brain  being  full  of  Water ,  was  the  principal 
Caufe  of  the  Child’s  Death,  but  that  thofe 
Symptoms  ought  to  be  reckon’d  among  the 
Effe&s  of  the  ingrafted  Poifon.  Thus  Baglivi 
obferves.  Page  385.  386.  cc  A  live  Rabbit 
u  being  flung  in  the  Upper-Lip  in  two  Places 

by  a  Tarantula ,  it  died  in  five  Days  after. 
cc  When  the  Body  was  open’d  the  Brain  was 
cc  inflam’d,  and  fet  about  with  blackilh  Spots. 
cc  In  the  Ventricles  of  the  Heart  were  obferv’d 
ccfmall  Branches  of  a  Polypous  Concretion; 
cc  there  was  abundance  of  Serum  lying  about 
cc  the  outward  Parts  of  the  Brain.  The 
iC  other  Parts  were  all  found  and  untainted.” 
It  was  never  yet  difputed,  but  that  the  flinging 
of  the  Tarantula  was  the  Caufe  of  the  Rabbit’s 
Death,  tho’  there  was  found  in  the  Heart  a 
Polypous  Concretion ,  and  abundance  of  Water  a- 
bout  the  Brain .  Neither  can  any  one  that  has 
3  Defire  that  Truth  ftiould  appear,  feek  for 
any  other  Caufe  of  Death  in  this  Child,  but 
the  Small-Pox  ;  tho’  perhaps  thofe  who  muft 
glofs  over  a  bad  Caufe ,  aud  have  private 
Views  to  promote,  may  be  ingenious  enough 
to  find  out  a  different  Reafon. 


There 
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There  are  five  Perfons  fign’d  the  Cer¬ 
tificate,  and  not  one  Phyfician  amongft  them.  - 
At  my  firft  reading  it  I  thought  this  very 
extraordinary,  that  the  Son  of  the  Might  Ho¬ 
nourable  the  late  Earl  of  Sunderland,  ftiou’d 
not  have  one  Phyfician  to  attend  him,  or 
if  he  had,  that  none  of  thofe  Gentlemen 
ftiould  likewife  fign  the  Certificate,  But  I 
have  been  inform'd,  from  a  moft  undeniable 
Authority,  that  after  this  Child’s  Death,  Mr. 
Amy  and  drew  up  a  Paper ,  in  which  he  affirms 
the  Child  died  -  of  a  Water  in  the  Heady 
and  not  of  the  Small-Pox,  and  went  from  a 
great  Ter  fan ,  to  three  of  the  moft  Eminent 
Phyficians  in  Town  to  fign  itb  but  they  none  of 
them  did.  When  this  or  any  other  of  my 
Accounts  are  call'd  in  queftion,  I  fhall  be 
ready  to  produce  my  Vouchers.  Why  the 
Phyficians  refus’d  to  fign  it  I  wont  prefume 
to  fay,  but  I  think  it  is  fo  plain  of  it  felf,  that 
I  need  fay  no  more  of  it.  Had  the  Inocu- 
lators  dealt  as  fairly  with  us,  as  they  propos’d, 
they  would  never  have  put  out  this  Certificate  ; 
nor  Mr.  Degrave  told  us  in  his  Letter,  his 
Daughter’s  Small-Pox  was  the  Effedt  of  the 
"inoculation,  after  the  Matter  had  lain  in  her 
Blood  Eleven  Weeks.  This  Mr.  Maitland  al¬ 
lows  of,  tho’  he  fays,  Page  24.  The  Man  in 
St.  Thomas’s  Hofpital,  whom  he  vifited ,  on  the 
fixth  Day  after  the  Operation ,  had  no  Eruptions 3 
and  he  faw  him  a  Week  after ,  but  ft  in  no  Erup¬ 
tions  ;  if  any  Eruptions  happen  d  between  thefe 
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Times,  they  could  not  he  the  Small-Pox  :  Now 
let  any  one  judge  of  the  Honour  of  thofe 
People ;  in  one  Cafe  it  may  lie  Eleven  IVetks 
and  produce  the  Small-Pox,  but  when  a 
different  Turn  is  to  be  ferv’d,  it  can’c  lie 
Thirteen  Days. 

When  Mr.  Maitland  has  a  Defire  to  prevail 
with  People  to  fuffer  Themfelves,  or  Children 
■  to  be  Inoculated,  then  we  are  told,  nothing 
can  be  more  fafe  or  eafy  than  this  Method ; 
that  it  is  never  attended  with  any  of  thofe  Dif 
orders ,  which  always  accompany  the  Small-Pox 
in  the  Natural  Way ;  and  that  the  Conclufion 
is  always  Salutary.  But  when  he  has  another 
Point  to  carry,  viz.  to  prove,  that  they  are 
really  the  true  Kind,  and  therefore  thofe,  that 
are  once  Inoculated,  cannot  be  fubjed  to  have 
them  a  fecond  Time  ;  then  One  had  a  thou- 
fund,  and  Another  had  two  Thou  fund ,  Page  30. 
And  Mr.  Heath's  Son  for  Inflance,  Page  27. 
had  by  Inoculation  a  great  Load  of  the  conti - 
nued  Small  Kind ,  but  at  laft  recover'd  and  did 
well  tho'  he  was  always  eating  and  filling  his 
Belly  with  fat  Country-pudding :  By  this  Inocu- 
lator’s  writing,  I  am  perfuaded  he  has  indulg’d 
too  much  in  that  Diet;  and  yet  under  this  Dil- 
advantage,  he  is  fuch  an  Adept  in  this  Diftem- 
per,  that  he  fays,  infomuch  that  had  he  taken 
the  Small-Pox  by  Infection ,  the  World  (and 
Mr.  Maitland  )  could  not  have  fav'd  his  Life . 
Further ,  to  evince  the  Power  of  Infection,  and 
the  Genuine fs  of  the.  Inoculated  Small-Pox ; 
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Page  2  6.  fix  of  Mr.  BattV  Servants  were  all 
feizd  with  the  natural  Small-Pox  of  different 
Kinds,  and  catctid  them  fr on  this  Child  that 
was  Inoculated ,  which  had  not  above  twenty : 
But  they  all  ( God  be  thanFd)  did  well,  ( except 
one  Maid  that  dyd.)  Here  he  fairly  owns  that 
the  Xnfe&ion,  received  from  an  Inoculated 
Perfon,  is  impregnated  with  as  great  a  Ma¬ 
lignity,  as  that  which  is  receiv’d  from  One 
ill  in  the  natural  Way  fare  then  he  will  al¬ 
low,  the  Blood  muft  be  as  much  affe&ed 
with  the  morbific  Matter,  and  the  Perfon 
then  equally  in  Danger. 

Should  Mr.  Maitland ,  out  of  his  great  Zeal 
for  the  Publick  Good,  take  it  into  his  Head 
to  come  to  his  old  Habitation  in  Stamford , 
where  (not  long  fince)  the  Small-Pox  rag’d 
for  above  two  Years,  and  tell  his  Acquaintance 
in  the  following  Speech  the  wonderful  Sue- 
cefs  of  this  Method  ;  I  believe  there  are  but 
few  that  would  either  approve  of  his  Practice, 
or  believe  what  he  lo  pofitively  a  Herts. 

Gentlemen, 

t'J  Aving  under  floods  fince  my  Retirement  into  Foreign 
-I  Parts,  that  I  have  been  pretty  much  talk’d  of ;  and 
finding  withal,  that  the  Reports  of  my  Experiments  are 
various  and  oftentimes  contradiBory  :  1  thought  it  be¬ 
came  me,  to  give  my  old  Friends  an  honefl  Account 
of  this  fevere  Operation. 

Is  it  not  a  Matter  of  the  greateft  Importance  to  us, 
to  know  how  to  prevent  the  mighty  Contagion  of  the 

Small- 
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Small-Pox  ?  it  is  a  Diftemper  of  the  moft  fatal  and 
deftruBive  Kind ;  bat  the  Method  ( tho ’  new  indeed ) 
which  I  now  make  puhlick  out  of  a  jingle  View  of  doing 
goody  is  certain  to  relieve  Mankind,  from  the  fatal 
EffeBs,  of  that  very  loathfome  and  malignant  Difeafe  ; 
which  extingnifhes  great  Families,  as  by  the  Plague  ;  and 
their  Titles  and  Eftates  thereby  tranfmitted  to  Strangers  : 
What  would  not  tender  Parents  give  to  fecure  to  them 
the  Lives  and  Features  of  their  beloved  Offspring  ;  when 
they  behold  them  disfigured  by  the  loathfome  Difeafe,  and 
ft  uggling  with  the  Pangs  of  Death  ?  And  if  they  have 
the  good  Fortune  to  efcape  with  their  Lives,  what  an 
ugly  Change  from  what  they  were  before  ?  What  Fittings , 
Seams ,  and  Scars  in  their  Faces  ?  What  Films  and 
Fftulas,  and  fometimes  Blindnefs  in  their  *  Eyes  ? 
What  Ulcers,  and  Impojlhumes  in  their  Bodies  ;  Con - 
traBions  of  the  Nerves,  and  even  Lamenefs  for  Life  ? 
But  this  my  ftrange  Method  of  Inoculation  is  alwas  Sa¬ 
lutary,  and  attended  with  very  (light  and  gentle  Difor* 
ders,  having  none  of  the  ufual  Complaints,  f  which 
attend  the  Natural  Way.  The  Eruptions  **  too  aye  few 
from  Ten  to  a  Hundred .  This  PraBice  ends  always 
Salutary,  ft  efpecially  to  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank  and 
Quality,  (who  can  pay  me  bell  .)  So  that  I  cannot 
forbear  admiring  the  very  great  Sagacity  of  the  Men  who 
firft  invented  this  Method  ;  and  the  laudible  and  diligent 
Obfervations  of  them  too,  who  fo  carefully  praBis’d  it 
themfelves,  and  fo  faithfully  convey’d  it  to  their  Neigh -

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hours :  "They  all  indeed  were  fenfihle  of  the  Benefit ,  and 
found  (as  I  have  done)  Their  Account  in  it .  Hence , 
if  any  Regard  he  due  to  FaBs,  and  to  the  mo  ft  certain 
Obfervation  and  Experience  of  others ;  (which,  in  Mat¬ 
ters  of  PraBice ,  have  ever  been  counted  the  beft  and 
fureft  DireBion)  I  am  perfwaded ,  ad  Impartial  Peo¬ 
ple  will  allow  this  Method  to  he  not  only  fafe ,  hit 
ufejul  ;  and  highly  worthy  to  be  receiv'd  with  Efieem 
and  Applaufe,  3 rue  indeed ,  were  the  Operation  An  it - 
Jelf  dangerous ;  I  fhould  be  ready  to  own  the  Charge  of 
Unlawfulnefs :  But  pray ,  what  are  they  afraid  of  *  <? 
Is  there  any  "Thing  here  frightful,  or  (hocking  to  the  nicefl 
and  moft  delicate  ?  So  that  I  may  truly  venture  to  affirm 
that  the  Method  I  have  fecommended,  is,  of  ad  Others 
hitherto  known,  the  fafeft  $  and  1  am  jure  far  more  In¬ 
fallible,  than  that  of  the  mo  ft  learned  and  mo  ft  cautious 
PraBice. 

This  is  the  Sam  of  what’ he  advances  in 
favour  of  Inoculation  ;  and  thefe  are  his  own 
Words,  and  no  unnatural  or  forc’d  Conftradt> 
tion  put  upon  them  :  Now  let  any  one  judge, 
whether  there  can  be  any  publick  Good  or  ge¬ 
neral  Safety  from  this  Method.  He  fays. 
Page  i  > .  It  is  to  preferue  Life ,  not  to  ghee  a 
Difeafe .  Dees  he  propofe  to  bring  on  the 
Small-Pox ,  and  not  glue  a  Difeafe ,  and  to 
prefers  Life ,  by  taking  it  away  ?  For  this 
has  been  fatally  experienc’d.  When  a  Man 
has  already  deftroy’d  Some,  and  daily  ha™ 
zards  the  Lives  of  Others,  and  yet  can  talk 
of  an  Infallible  Security  from,  this  Method: 
This  I  think  is  a  groflfer  Alfurance  than  what 
the  mod:  Celebrated  Empiric  ever  offer’d  from 
the  Stage.

That  they  may  not  draw9  the  Bow  at  a  'ven¬ 
ture^  and  like  the  Mad-man  Solomon  fpeaks 
of,-  caft  Fir  errands ,  Arrows  and  Death . 

Mr.  Maitland  taxes  Dr.  JVagftajfe^  Page  28, 
with  having  a  partial  Credulity ,  and  inflances  in 
the  Story  of  Capt.  Huffart ;  It  requires  only  a 
bare  Reading ,  he  fays,  to  make  it  ridiculous : 
For  no  unprejudiced  Verfon  of  common  Senfe  will 
believe ,  that  one ,  after  having  been  Inoculated 
twice  without  any  EffeCt,  would  try  it  a  third 
Fi me. •  I  verily  believe,  he  has  no  Defign  to 
expofe  fo  great  a  Friend  to  this  Practice,  as 
Dr.  Ojjley  is :  But  if  the  Captain  muff  lie  un¬ 
der  his  Difpleafure,  and  be  look’d  on  as  a 
Perfon  not  endued  with  common  Senfe  ;  the 
Dr.  I  am  afraid,  muff  by  the  fame  Argument, 
appear  very  light  in  the  Ballance  ;  for  the  Dr. 
owns  he  Inoculated  Francis  Bacon ,  Efq;  twice  : 

'  But  perhaps  this  experienced  Author  may  be 
fo  Critical,  as  to  have  oblerv’d  that  the  Expe¬ 
riment  may  be  made  confiffently  with  Dif- 
credon  twice  ^  but  the  third  Time  fhovvs  you 

are 
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are  a  Fool :  Indeed  In  my  Judgment,  tbeToP 
ly  comes  with  the  fir  ft  Tryal ;  but  it  will  ad¬ 
mit  of  a  much  harder  Name  the  Second . 

As  Mr.  Maitland  has  been  fo  free  with  the 
Character  of  Capt.  Hnjfart ,  and  reprefented 
Dr.  Wagftaffe  as  a  Perfon  credulous  in  belie¬ 
ving  Accounts,  which  a  bare  Heading  is  fuffi- 
cient  to  male  ridiculous ;  I  could  little  have 
thought,  He  could  be  guilty  of  the  fame 
Prefuniption,  which  he  has  reprefented  as 
pajjing  all  Degrees  of  Credibility.  And  yet 
the  following  Account  fliows  he  has  fall’n  in¬ 
to  the  lame  Folly ^  he  fo  freely  condemns  in 
another.  La  ft  Winter  before  Chriflnias ,  Mr* 
f  Maitland  perform’d  Inoculatfbn  upon  a  Son 
cc  of  Mr.  Manns ,  a  young  Man  of  the  Age  of 
2i,  of  a  brisk  healthful  Conftitutioii,  who 
was  hardly  ever  troubled  with  a  Day’s  111- 
f  nefs  before.  The  firft  Operation  was  try  Vi 
to  no  purpofe,  and  in  about  (even  Day’s 
4C  Time,  the  Incifions  were  almoft  dry’d  up ; 
f  when  they  expected  an  Inflammation,  and 
''c  the  Eruption.  He  then  apply’d  frcjh  Matter , 
but  with  no  farther  Succcfs  than  the  other:

cc  new' d  the  Matter ,  which  had  no  more  E£» 

'  fed,  or  made  Alteration  upon  him,  than 
c  the  two  former  ;  any  farther  than  what  a 
c  thin  fpare  Diet,  and  Confinement,  might 
w  occafton.

cc  of  Phyfick,  where  he  flay’d  full'6  Weeks  ;

He  is  now  at  Chelfea ,  un- 
cc  der  the  Care  of  two  eminent  Phyficians,

Bock,  Page  53,  That  his  Daughter  got  well

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in  eight  Days  from  the  fir  ft  Eruption  ;  and  Mr, 
Maitland  backs  this  Account,  Page  27.  by 
faying  what  Dr.  IVagftaffie  fays  of  his  Tears  of 
a  great  Oafs  of  Hypothetical  Difieafes ,  is  all  va- 
nifihed \  and  the  Girl  is  very  well.  Notwith- 
Handing  they  aflert  this,  yet  I  have  this  Fa¬ 
vour  to  beg  of  Mr.  Degrave  and  Mr.  Mait¬ 
land  ;  to  lay  their  Hands  upon  their  Hearts, 
and  inform  me  bona  fide ,  Whether  She  has 
not  been  in  a  worfe  State  of  Health  fince  She 
was  '  Inoculated  than  before  ?  Whether  the 
Arm  in  which  She  was  Inoculated,  is  not  wi* 
thered  ?  And  lafrly,  Whether  there  is  not  a 
watry  Ichor  continually  difcharging  from  it  ? 
When  they  are  pleafed  to  anfwer  thefe  few 
plain  Queftions,  they  may  perhaps  know 
the  Reafons  why  I  ask  them.  »  Therefore  > 
though  he  thinls  it  is  hard  to  charge  the  com¬ 
mon  Accidents  of  the  Small-Pox  in  general , 
upon  this  Method  in  Particular  ;  yet  as  This 
Method  more  frequently  produces  Accidents 
of  this  Nature,  than  the  Natural  Way  >  I  am 
fure  he  cannoty  nay ,  will  not  be  offended ,  if 
we  lay  their  Caufe  at  the  Door  of  Inocula¬ 
tion.  It  is  not  very  long  fince,  that  a  young 
Lady  was  inoculated,  who  was  the  Only 
Daughter  of  a  Gentleman  of  Great  Fortune 
at  Salisbury;  and  notwithstanding  the  Security 
of  their  Method,  and  the  perfect  Safety  of  this 
Practice ,  efpeciauy  to  *  Per  fans  of  the  Fir  ft  Ranh; 
file  fell  a  Sacrifice  to  their  fever e  Tryals*

“  (and  not  more  than  400  in  all)  yet  He  Sa- 
livated  very  much  3  they  turn’d,  upon  the 
the  9th  Day  after  their  Appearance ,  and 
cc  then  en fu’d  feveral  Tumours,  particularly 
cc  a  large  One  under  his  Right  Arm,  which  dil- 
cc  charged  a  great  Quantity  of  Matter.  A  large

For  had 
this  happened  to  a  weaker  Habit  of  Body, 
there  would  have  been  Reafon  to  fear  a  Jaun- 
dice ,  Dropfie ,  or  Confumption  might  have  epfu’d. 
But  granting  they  may  efcape  all  thefe  Di- 
ftempers.  Is  there  not  Realon  to  fear  thefe 
Tumours  may  fQmetiir.es  form  themfelves  in 
the  Face  ?  (for  no  Mortal  can  fay  where  they 
may  fix  )  And  Ihould  this  happen,  f  V/hat 
would  not  tender  Parents  give  to  fecure  to  them 
the  features  of  their  beloved  Offspring ,  z\ vhen 
they  behold  them  disfigured  by  the  loath fome  D if- 
eafe  ?  IVhat  Films  and  Fiflnlas ,  What  Ulcers 
and  Jmpoflhuntes  ?

In  fhort  then ,  to  prevent  all  thefe  ^  and  many

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the  like  Calamities ,  the  almoft  univerfal  and 
inevitable  Confequences  of  this  fatal  Difeafe, 
1  may  truly  venture  to  affirm,  that  the  beft  Me¬ 
thod ,  is  to  truft  Providence,  and  not  buffer 
Mortal  Man  to  inflict  Difeafes  upon  us  at  his 
Pleafure. 

I  vvifli  it  had  been  as  much  in  my  Power 
as  it  is  in  my  Inclinations,  to  have  let  this 
Controverfy  in  a  ftill  clearer  Light;  which  I 
could  have  done,  had  feveral  Perfons  had  as 
much  Honour  to  acknowledge  the  Misfortunes 
they  buffered  to  be  brought  upon  them  by 
this  Practice  ,  as  Others  have  been  ready  to 
Certifie  the  Succefs  of  the  Method.  But 
while  I  am  fo  juftly  condemning  Thofe,  who 
are  unwilling  to  let  i  ruth  appear  •  I  beg  leave 
to  make  ufe  of  this  Opportunity  of  returning 
my  Thanks  to  the  Honourable  Mrs.  Holt,  and 
paying  Her  thofe  Acknowledgments,  which 
are  fo  juftly  due  to  Her  from  the  World,  and 
my  felf,  for  the  generous  Declaration  She  has 
made  of  the  Miferable  Effects  this  Pra&ice 
brought  upon  the  young  Lady  her  Daughter.

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Art,  ihould  of  all  Perfons  be  the  propereft 
Subjects  for  Inoculation .  But  alafs  !  this  Me¬ 
thod  is  likely  to  be  of  lead:  Service  to  thofe 
who  moft  want  its  Affiftance  ,*  iince  it  plainly 
appears  by  your  own  Calculation,  that  if  a 
grown  Perfon  be  Inoculated,  \is  little  more 
than  5  to  i  he  has  the  Small-Pox  by  that  Ope¬ 
ration.  This  you  obferve  in  your  Table  ;  62 
Perfons  were  Inoculated,  vvhofe  Ages  were 
between  20  to  52,  9  of  Thofe  had  no  Snail- 
Pox,  and  3  had  an  imperfect  Sort,  (which 
perhaps  might  be  more  like  the  Itch  orLepro- 
iie  than  the  Small-Pox)  Now  if  we  throw  out 
all  who  had  the  Imperfect  Sort ,  the  Account 
ftands  thus,  6  2:  9::  7:  1.  nearly  ;  but  if  we 
take  them  in,  (as  I  fee  no  Reafon  why  not) 
then  the  Account  is  thus,  6 2:  12::  5:  1.  near¬ 
ly  ;  that  is,  taking  the  neared:  whole  Number. 
From  whence  it  appears,  that  One  in  Five  oi 
grown  Perfons  never  have  the  Small-Pox  by 
Inoculation  :  But  tho’  they  may  mifs  having 
the  Small-Pox ,  (yet  by  the  Three  who  had 
fome  other  Dilordcr  brought  upon  them  ) 
it  is  plain,  we  may  be  airlifted  with  other 
Difeaies.  It  therefore  can  never  be  advifable 
to  recommend  this  Praftice,  if  we  confider 
further,  that  He  that  catches  them  by  Infection, 
has  a  Chance  of  about  Eighteen  to  One  that 
he  recovers,  and  of  having  them  every  way 
as  Favourable,  as  he  that  has  them  by  Inocu¬ 
lation ,  without  any  of  the  Inconveniences,  of 
either  having  the  moil  fatal  or  fouled:  Diftem- 
pers  ioic’d  into  his  Blood  :  But  if  we  add  the 

Chance 
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Chance  of  never  having  them  at  all,  the  Ad¬ 
vantage  is  greatly  on  the  fide  of  the  Natural 
Sort .  For,  when  the  poifonous  Matter  is  ab~ 
forb’d  into  the  Veins,  and  circulates  with  the 
Blood  ;  the  Effect  is  proportionable  to  the 
Temperature  of  the  Blood,  which  receives, 
and  not  to  the  Qualify  of  the  Matter  receiv'd  ; 
and  this  we  fee  is  infinite^  From  the  mmodVB 
rulence ,  thro’  the'feveral  intermediate  Stages, 
to  a  total  Evanefcence  or  no  Effect  at  all. 
Now  if  the  Blood  be  in  an  improper  State  to  re¬ 
ceive  this  Poifon  (which  no  Phyfician  can  divine) 
is  it  likely  this  Virulent  Matter ,  which  ge¬ 
nerally  fpeaking,  is  capable  of  railing  fuch 
violent  Diforders  in  the  human  Frame  (be- 
caufe  the  Blood  is  often  too  weak  to  expel 
the  Enemy)  ftiould  be  intirely  difarm’d,  and 
loofe  its  poifonous  Quality  ?  Or  is  it  not  more 
probable,  that  its  E  Hence  is  not  alter’d  ;  that  it 
ftill  lurks  dangeroufiy  in  the  Blood;  and  may, 
at  any  Diftance  of  Time,  (according  to  the 
Strength  of  the  Patient  )  break  out  into  Pu¬ 
trid  or  Nerrunje  Fencers'  ;  as  has  been  obferv’d 
in  the  Cafe  of  Francis  Bacon ,  Efq;  Page  24. 
or  produce  more  file?U,  tho’  not  lefs  fatal  Bf* 
feels,  in  HeFichs,  and  all  manner  of  Nernjofe 
Diforders  ?  Or,  granting  the  Blood  be  ftrong 
enough  to  expel  the  malignant  Matter,  yet  if 
it  be  too  Sharp  or  Corrofive ,  we  probably  fhall 
have  the  Cryftalline  Sort ,  as  you  take  Notice, 
Page  34.  or  the  Confluent  Sort,  as  you  obferve. 
Page  2o, 
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-Secondly,  You  obferve  Page  13,  That  the 
Operator  inuft  with  a  warm  Viand  convey  the 
Matter  from  the  Infe&ed  to  the  Patient  which 
75  to  be  Inoculated.  From  this  a  very  great 
Inconvenience  may  arife  :  For  as  the  Operator 
is  to  go  fo  immediately  from  the  Sick  to  the 
Well  it  is  reafonable  to  fuppofe  the  Patient 
may  at  the  fame  Time  when  he  is  Inoculated, 
receive  the  Difiemper  by  the  infenfible  Particle s 
alfo ;  and  how  dangerous  that  would  be,  the 
Inoculators  alledging  this,  as  an  Excufe  why 
Lord  BathurjTs  Servant  mifcarry’d,  is  fuffici- 
ent  to  convince  us. 

Thirdly,  You  are  pleas’d  to  caution  us. 
Page  12.  Of  the  great  Care  which  ought  to  be 
taken  to  Inoculate  none  but  Pcrfom  of  a  good 
Habit  of  Body ,  and  free ,  not  only  from  any  ap¬ 
parent. ,  but ,  as  far  as  can  be  judg'd ,  from  any 
latent  Difeafe.  Here  I  muft  obferve  (as  I  hope 
every  impartial  Reader  will)  what  a  mighty 
Strefs  is  laid  upon  this,  viz.  that  none  but 
Thofe  of  a  good  Conftitution,  and  found  Ha¬ 
bit  of  Body,  fuch  as  have  no  bad  Humours, 
either  inherent  or  acquir’d  to  ftrugle  with, 
(which  frequently  render  the  Small-Pox  fo 
dangerous)  fliould  undergo  this  Operation. 

This  Method,  with  the  obferving  thefe 
Cautions,  I  own  bids  faireft  for  the  Succefs  of 
this  New  Projedk ;  but  at  the  fame  Time,  as 
it  makes  the  Well  Sick ,  and  Wounds  Thofe 
that  are  Whole ,  it  defhoys  the  Benefit  and 
Ufefulnefs  they  would  perfuade  us  arifes 
from  It. 
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The  Small-Pox  in  th ^Natural  Way  very  rare¬ 
ly  affedts  Life,  where  the  Habit  of  Body  and 
Conftitution  are  good  j  and  this  can  eafily  be 
prov’d  from  a  much  longer  Obfervation,  and 
more  numerous  Inftances,  than  thelnoculators 
are  able  to  give  us  from  their  Scheme :  I 
would  then  know,  where  lyes  the  Advantage 
of  conveying  a  Diftemper  by  Force,  into  a 
found  healthful  Body,  whofe  good  Conftitu¬ 
tion  might  perhaps  preferve  it  from  Infec¬ 
tion  in  the  Natural  Way ,  or  at  leaft  can  hardly 
(with  good  Management)  fail  to  preferve  it 
in  this  Diftemper,  when  ever  Nature,  (with¬ 
out  t hi s  Artificial  Violence)  inclines  them  to  it? 

But  by  this  Rule  of  Inoculating  only  Thofe 
who  are  of  the  beft  Conftitutions,  you  propofe 
only  to  preferve  Such,  whom  in  a  Natural 
Wav ,  an  ignorant  Greek  Woman  can  fcarcely 
deftroy. 

Thus,  Sir,  you  have  taken  away  the  Uni- 
verfal  Benefit  from  this  Method,  which  the 
Inoculators  in  their  great  Ivbdefiy }  us’d  to 
flatter  and  amufe  Mankind  withal,  and  ob¬ 
ligingly  fav’d  me  the  Trouble  of  confuting 
their  falfe  Aftertions. 

For  if  Perfons  of  bad  Conftitutions  be  ex« 
eluded,  along  with  thofe  of  weak  ones,  (as 
confefs’dly  they  are  by  this  Precaution,)  I  am 
perfwaded,  far  the  greateft  Part  of  the  EngUJh 
Nation,  (and  efpecially  thofe  of  the  better  Sort) 
cannot  enjoy  the  Benefit  of  it :  For,  Perfons 
whofe  Fortunes  raife  them  above  the  common 
Standard,  are  too  apt  to  fall  in  with  the  Faftiioa 
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of  the  Times,  and  indulge  their  Pallates  with 
ftrong  Wines,  and  Food  tofs’d  up  with  high 
Sauces,  rather  than  content  themfelves  with 
a  plain  and  limple  Diet,  which  is  much  more 
nourifliing,  and  lets  fubjed  to  inflame  the 
Blood.  So  that  according  to  this  Pofition, 
there  are  infinitely  more  improper  than  fit 
Subjeds  for  Inoculation. 

I  would  now  beg  leave  to  ask  thefe  learned 
Mmiics  ,  of  a  few  ignorant  Greek  Women , 
two  Queftions. 

Firft,  Whether  Inoculation,  is  not  in  their 
Opinion  the  moft  gentle  atid  fafe  Manner  of 
having  the  Small-Pox ? 

And  fecondly,  Whether  a  Perfon  of  a  weak 
Confutation ,  or  a  bad  Habit  of  Body ,  be  not  as 
liable,  if  not  more  fo,  to  receive  the  Small-Pox 
by  Infedion  as  the  moft  healthful  can  be  ? 

The  formerQueftion,  they  will,  I  am  fure,  an- 
fvver  me  in  the  Affirmative  ,*  and  the  latter,  I  am 
confident  they  will  not  deny,  or  if  they  Ihould, 
Demonftration  would  be  againft  them. 

Now  what  I  (and  every  one  of  common 
Senfe)  muft  infer  from  hence,  is  this,  That  if 
the  Method  of  Inoculation  is  fo  much  gentler 
and  fafer  than  the  Natural  Way,  methinks  bad 
Conjiitutions  fliould  be  the  moft  proper  Subjects 
for  their  wonderful  Skill.  For  fince  weak  and 
bad  Co?}  ft  it  at  ions  are  in  as  much,  if  not  more 
Danger  of  having  the  Small-Pox  the  Natural 
Way  than  good  Ones,  it  were  better  fure  to 
luve  them  by  tire  fafe  and  eafy  Method  of  Ino¬ 
culation,  than  with  the  greater  Danger  and 
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Violence ,  which  thole  Gentlemen  affirm  always 
attend  the  having  them  by  Infection*  And 
tho’  Inoculation  with  all  it's  Infallibility,  may 
affed  the  Weak  and  Infirm,  more  than  the 
Strong  and  Sound ,  yet  if  it  be  in  it’s  fell  a 
more  gentle  and  fiafe  Method  than  what  comes 
the  Natural  Way ,  it  muft  by  Parity  of  Rea- 
fon  affed  the  fame  Subjed  in  a  lejs  Degree ,  and 
therefore  ought  rather  to  be  chofen :  For  if  this 
Rule  be  true,  fure  a  weak  Conjlitution  and  ill 
Habit  of  Body 3  can  better  undergo  this  Di- 
feale  in  a  gentle  Degree,  than  with  Violence ; 
and  is  better  able  to  fupport  moderate  Symptoms 
and  a  few,  than  fevere  Ones  and  great  Numbers . 

The  Refult  of  the  Argument  in  Inert  muft 
be  this ;  If  the  Method  of  Inoculation  be  gentler 
and  fafer,  zveak  Perfons  ought  of  all  Others  to 
be  Inoculated,  as  lefs  able  to  bear  the  more 
hazardous  Effeds  of  In  fed  ion. 

If  it  is  not  Infer  and  e after  than  the  Na¬ 
tural  Way,  the  whole  Scheme  falls  to  the 
Ground  ;  for  then  it  is  plain  it  is  a  greater  Ha¬ 
zard  even  to  the  Strong  to  undergo  this  Me¬ 
thod,  and  the  Weak  are  altogether  incapable 
of  it.  Which  obliges  me  to  Remark,  that  their 
not  caring  to  make  this  Experiment  now ,  upon 
any  but  ftrong  and  healthful  Perfons,  is  a  plain 
Proof  that  Themfelves  are  doubtful  of  the 
fafety  of  their  own  Remedy,  and  think  Na¬ 
ture  lefs  able  to  refift  Iheir  Method  than  Her 
own  ;  or  elfe  fuch  Benevolent  Perfons ,  would 
fooner  Inoculate  weak  People*  did  not  they 
think  the  Attacks  made  by  Inoculation,  more 
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violent  and  dangerous ,  than  thofe  of  In  fed  ion  ; 
othervvife  thefe  Gentlemen  mult  appear  very 
inconfiftent  with  themfelves,  and  tint  Humane 
ty  and  Companion  they  pretend  to  poifefs  in  fo 
exalted  a  Degree,  and  which  they  would  per- 
fvvade  the  World,  is  the  only  Motive  induces 
them  to  promote  and  recommend  this  Method. 
But  if  tliis  New  Practice ,  Ihould  be  prov’d 
more  dangerous  than  the  Natural  Way ,  as 
themfelves  by  the  afore-mention’d  Caution 
tacitly  own,  (and  I  hope  I  have  abundantly 
fiiown)  lure  there  cannot  want  any  more  Ar¬ 
guments  to  perfwade  the  World  to  join  with 
me,  in  that  moll:  Rational  as  well  as  Religious

And  now  let  the  warm  Promoters  of  Inocu- 
latum  lay  their  Hands  ufon  their  Heart  s^  and 
confultr ,  whether  the  de droving  fo  many  Lives 
be  agreeable  with  any  Precept  of  Law  or  Goj - 
pel.  JVe  have  been  toldy  indeed ,  that  this  Prac¬ 
tice  came  from  Turkey,  and  that  it  has  al¬ 
ways  a  happy  and  gentle  Efled  :  But  if  it 
prove  thus ,  prejudicial  and  unfafe  to  Mankind , 
/,  for  my. Fart)  fljall  make  no  Scruple  of  aferibing 
it ,  to  the  AlTurance  of  the  firft  Promoter ;  and 
undoubtedly y  all  fober  and  thinking  Perfons  evi  l 
judge ,  and  believe ,  that  the  making  known  to 
the  iForld  a  Method  of  taking  away  our  Lives 
by  one  of  the  niofl  terrible  Vifeafes  inNaturey  can 
be  owing  to.  nothing  blit  the.  Boldnels  of  the 

Author 
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Author,  who  is  determin’d  to  fupport  his 
Practice  at  any  rate. 

I  am  now  willing  to  leave  it  to  our  lnocu- 
lators  to  judge,  whether  the  Method  they 
make  ufe  of,  (fuppofing  it  is  with  an  Intention 
to  preferve  Life)  may  not  raife  Tumults  and 
Disorders  in  our  Blood  of  worfe  Confequence 
than  the  Natural  Small-Pox  ?  Or  at  lead  (as 
Dr.  Niead  has  ingenioufly  exprefs’d  it)  cc *  *  by 
clogging  the  Wheels,  and  throwing  Duft 
upon  the  Springs  of  the  fined  Machine  in 
the  Creation,  do  check  and  interrupt  the 
cc  Action  of  Nature,  when  \is  imploy’d  about 
<c  the  mod  Nice  and  Critical  Work. 

Therefore  I  hope  what  has  been  hitherto 
advanc’d,  will  not  fuffer  us  to  think  ;  the  All- 
Wise  and  Great  God  did  out  of  his  kind  and 
tender  Providence  difcover  this  fevere  and  un¬ 
certain  Method  to  us. 

But  I  forbear  to  purfue  thefe  Thoughts  any 
farther,  led  I  fall  upon  a  Subject,  which  more 
properly  belongs  to  the  Reverend  the  Clergy 
to  maintain  :  I  mean,  what  Power  we  have  to 
do  Violence  to  our  Natures :  For  how  far  this 
is  confident  with  the  Precepts  of  the  Gofpel ; 
Thefe  who  are  to  watch  for  our  Souls,  can 
bed  determine,  and  will  no  doubt  give  us  Sa¬ 
tisfaction,  fince  it  is  now  become  fo  juftly  a 
Matter  of  Enquiry.
